Washington, May 15.—(By the As- 
Press.)—The government 
was asked today to take “emergency 
action similar to that taken when 
this country entered the war” to 
help dig the railroads out from un- 
d@g the worst freight congestion 
since 1917. 

A joint appeal to the interstate 
commerce commission by the Asso- 
ciation of Railway Executives and

declared the freight jam to be such 
as to “warrant and require” imme- 
diate use of that body’s brbad pow- 
erg under the transportat#n act in 
checking a “menace” whi had as- 
sumed threatening proportions. 
Common use of equipment, and 
embargoes, priorities and diversions 
of shipments were urged by the rail- 
roads as means which the commis- 
sion could employ to remedy the 
situation. The roads asked, also, 


that they be allowed to curtail pas-

senger service where necessary but 
indicated this would be done only 
din extreme cases. 

To Get Rid of Laws. 

While the present conditions oon- 
tinue, the appeal said, ‘carriers 
be rélieved from operations 
of state and federal laws which 
hamper them in meeting the de- 
mands upon them. It was request- 
ed also that the commission set 
aside its regular policy of hojding 
formal hearings, that no. formal 
summons be issued and that no an- 
swer be required. All of this should 
be done as means of expediting the 
effective dates of orders given by 
the commission, it was explained. 

The railroad officials represented 
othe commission that there was no 
immediate ‘hope for obtaining am- 
ple equipment and that the volume 
of commodities being offered for 
transportation permitted no time for 
proper repairs. The labor situation 
has augmented the difficulties and 
does not promise immediate im- 
provement, they said. The unau- 
thorized strike of switchmen, the 
petition stated, had contributed tu 
the “growing public distress on ac- 
count of delay in the movement of 


freight.”

To $192,000,000 
For 3 War Years 


U. S. Trade Commission 
Alleges Earnings “Dou- 
bled, Trebled and Quad- 
rupled” From 1915 to 
1917. 


Washington, May 15.—Profits 
made by the big meat packing com- 
panies in the first three years of 
the war, 1915 to 1917, “doubled, 
trebled and quadrupled,’ acording to 
a special report of the federal trade, 
commission, made public tonight. 


“rom 1912 to 1914, the report said, 


the “big five’—-Morris & Co., Wilson 
& Co., Cudahy Packing company, Ar- 
mour & Co. and Swift & Co.—made 
average annual profits of $59,500,000, 
while in the next three years their 
net return averaged $192,000,000. 
The commission called attention 
to the packers announcement that 
profits amounted to “only 2 or

cents per dollar of sales,’ and said, 


that in an industry like those under 
consideration which turn over a 
prduct very rapidly, this is equiva- 
lent of a high rate of return on net 
worth (15 per cent or more).” 
“Rate on investment, not rate ‘on 
sales, furnishes the correct method 
whereby the reasonableness

Financial statistics used by the- 
packers in their recent advertising 
campaign “are not based on accept- 
ed methods of determining costs and 
accordingly dependence cannot be 
placed upon them,” the report said. 

“The whole accounting system of 
the packers must be revised before 
dependable figures can ve found 
showing costs and profits by spe- 
cific products or even for the busi- 
ness as a whole.” 


RENCH DREN

Attempt to Relieve Ain- 
tab Fails—Sultan to Re- 
sign Rather Than Accept 
Peace Terms. 


Constantinople, May 15.—A 
French column of 3,000 £soldiers 
which left Killis, Asia Minor, May 
9, to relieve the garrison at Aintab, 
about thirty miles north of Killis, 
was met by a strong nationalist 
force when ten miles from its des- 
tination and was compelled to re- 
turn. The nationalists were equip- 
ped with 100 gannon, outranging 
the French 75s, and kept up a con- 
tinual attack upon the French. 

Advices received here describe 
the situation at Killis as critical 
and that at Aintab as desperate. 

The Turkish sultan will resign 
his throne in protest against the 
severity of the peace treaty pre- 
sented to Turkey by the allied pow- 
ers, according to a rumor today, 
which is credited in many quarters. | 


GEORGIA NEGRO 
ROAMS AFRICA 
FOR 24 YEARS 


New York, May 14.—The wierd 
wanderings of Peter Snow as he told 
them to immigration officials at 
Ellis Island today won him admit- 
tance to the United States as a cit- 
izen, 

Having arrived as a cook on the 
steamer Tuckanuck last week, he 
sought to enter the country with the 
declaration that he was a native of 
Georgia. He could not prove this, 
but narrated his tale of ocean and 
African roamings en such g00d 
American “southern” dialect that 
without material proof of his citi- 
zenship he was admitted. 

Snow said,;that “sometime about 
1895” he had shipped as a cook from 
Savannah, Ga., aboard the ship Hosay, 


which carried negroes back to Af- 
rica. He said he spent “about twen- 
ty-four years in Africa,’ he landed 
in Monrovia, soon afterwards he was 
robbed and, “dead broke,” in a land 
of black strangers, he began wan- 
dering. 

He worked intermittently on 
“what they called farms,” penetrat- 
ing into some of the “darkest cor- 
ners of Africa.’ He said he “just 
missed” Theadore Roosevelt when 
the later left a certatn little town 
on one of his African hunting expe- 
ditions. — 

Finally, Snow said, he was res- 
cued by British missionaries; for 
whom he had worked four years.

OBREGON IS PLEDGED 


TO SPARE CARRANZA

Washington, May 15.—Venustiano 
Carranza, constitutional president 
of Mexico, was ‘pictured today by 
Alvaro Obregon, who forced him to 
flee from the capital a week ago, 
as a fugitive in ; the mountains 
somewhere between Mexico Gity 
and Vera Cruz. 

Official reports of ‘the fight/ near 
San Marcos between the revolu- 
tionary forces and a few loyal de- 
tachments of Carranza’s army were 
lacking, but press dispatches from 
Vera Cruz, also told of Carranza's 
escape through the revolutionary 
lines, apparently setting at rest atl 
reports of the deposed ruler’s sur- 
render. ; 

There were indications that the 
revolutionists’ attack had not been 
pressed, due, it was_ believed, to 
Obregon’s orders. Obregon had sent 
a messenger Ato Carranza to offer 
him safe conduct to leave the coun- 
try if he desired to surrender, and 
strict injunction was placed on the 
revolutionary officers not to in- 
jure the aged president if he were 
captured. 

Obregon’s report said Carranza, 
accompanied by a small escort, was 
making for the surrounding motn- 
tains, but that he was being pur- 
sued. =

ed the escape of Carranza as the 
possible basis for a counter upris- 
ing the belief that he would be 
able to avail himself of the oppor- 
tunity was not widely expressed.

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STOGK DIVIDENDS 


Vote in Committee—Ad- 
vocates of the Tax to Re- 
new Fight. 


Washington, May 15.—On a tie 
vote, one member absent, republican 
supporters of a stock dividends tax 


to finance soldier relief legislation, 
in the house ways and means com- 
mittee today lost their fight for a 
10 per cent levy, retroactive to last 
March 15. The majority members 
of the committee divided, 7 to 7. 

The fight, proponents of the tax 
said, would be renewed next week 
when democrats of the committee 
meet with the republicans to take 
final action on the relief bill, the 
drafting of which was completed 
today by the republicans. They 
predicted that ost of the demo- 
crats would join with them in 
adopting the project. Final draft- 
ing of the bill was not delayed by 
the republicans, however, because 
of the desire to bring it before the 
house before the convention recess. 

As finally framed by the repub- 
licans, the new bill differs little 
from the original measure which 
met a check in the house a fort- 
night ago. The sales tax has been 
eliminated, and the four other 
forms of taxation extended to three 
years instead of two. 

A further fight in 
against the cash bonus, the maxi- 
mum limit of which is now fixed 
at $500 for service in this country 
and $625 for overseas service, is 
threatened. Besides the bonus, the 
bill offers four options, the value 
of each to be 40 per cent greater 
than that of the cash provision.

As adopted by the senate the reso- 


Iution declares: 


“That the joint resolution of con- 


eress passed April 6, 1917, declaring 
a State of war to exist between the 
imperial German government and 
the govern-xent and people of the 
United States, and making provi- 
sions to prosecute the same, be, and 
the same is hereby repealed, and 
Said state of war is hereby declared 
at an end; provided, however, that 
all property of the imperial German 
sovernment, or its successor or suc- 
cessors, and of all German nationals 
Which was, on April 6, 1917, in or 
has since that date come into the 
possession or under control of the 
S0vernment of the United States or 
any of its officers, agents, or em- 
Sloyees from any source or by any 
agency whatsoever, shall be re- 
tained by the United States and no 
disposition thereof made, except as 
shall specifically be hereafter pro- 
vided by congress, until such time 
as the German government has, by 
treaty with the United States, ratifi- 
tation whereof is to be made by and 
with the advice and consent of the 
senate, made suitable provisions for 
the satisfaction of all claims against 
the German government of all per- 
sons, wheresoevéer domiciled, who 
p to the 
United States, whether such persons 
have suffered, through the acts of 
the German government or its 
agents since July 31, 1914, loss, dam- 
age, or injury to their persons or 
property, directly or indirectly, 
through.the ownership of shares of 
stock in German, American or other 
corporations, or have suffered dam- 
age directly in consequence of hos- 
*ilities or any operations of war, or 
otherwise, and until the German 
government has given further un- 
dertakings and ma@ce provisions by 
treaty, to be ratified by and with 
the advice and consent of the sen- 
ate, for granting to persons owing 
permanent allegiance to the United 
States, most favored nation treat- 
ment, whether the same be national 
or otherwise, in all matters affect- 
ing residence, business, profession, 
trade, navigation, commerce and in- 
dustrial property rights, and con- 
firming to the United States all 
fines, forfeitures, penalties and seiz- 
ures imposed or made by the United 


-S$tates during the war, whether in 


respect to the property of the Ger- 
man government or German nation- 
als, and waiving any pecuniary 
claim based on events which oc- 
curred at any time before the com- 
ing into force of such treaty, any 
existing treaty between the United 
States and Germany to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 
Date of End of War. 


“That in the interpretation of any 
provision relating to the date of the 
termination of the present war or of 
the present or existing emergency 
in any acts of congress, joint reso- 
lution, or proclamations of the pres- 
ident. containing provisions contin- 
gent upon the date of the termina- 
tion of the war or of the present 
existing @mergency, the date when 
this resolution becomes. effective 
shall be construed and treated as 
the date of the termination of the 
war or of the present existing emer- 
gency, notwithstanding any. pro- 
vision in any act of congress or 
joint resolution providing any other 
mode of determining the date of the 
termination: of the war or of the 
present of existing emergency. 

“That until by treaty or act or 
joint resolution of congress it shall 
be determined otherwise, the Unit- 
ed States, although it has not rati- 
fied the treaty of Versailles, does not 
waive any of the rights, privileges, 
mdemnities, reparatons, or advan- 

ges to which it and its nationals 
wave become entitled under the 
‘erms of the armistice signed No- 
rember .11, 1918, or any extensions 
w modifications thereof or which 

nder the treaty of Versailles have 
Seen stipulated for its benefit as one

End of Drama, Says Underwood. 

No immediate action by the senate 
looking to the ratification of the 
‘treaty of Versailles now appears 
probable, Senator Underwood, of 
Alabama, the democratic leader, de- 
clared in opposing the resolution. 
“This se¢ms to be the closing 
scene of the drama,” said Mr. Under- 
wood, “as far as this congress is 
concerned, in the attempt to conclude 
a peace with Germany. 

“The-action of the majority party 
(the. republicans) s@ems to have 
foreelosed further aetion on the 
treaty of Versailles, at least for the 
present.” 

Delivering his first important ad- 
dress since he was elected demo- 
cratic leader, Senator Underwood 
charged the republicans with re- 
sponsibility for the present situation, 
and their peace resolutino, he de 
clared, would not “accomplish re- 
sults that would be beneficial to the 
American people.” 

The republicans took’ the responsi- 
ap 3 of returning the treaty to the 
president without amendment or 
suggested amendment, Senator Un- 
derwood continued. “In that way 
the treaty was rejected by the ma- 
jority party, so far as it was possi- 
ble for them to reject it. It could 
not be expected that under those 
circumstances the president would 
proceed further with the. negotia- 
tions unless it was indicated by the 
senate that some amendment couid 
be agreed to, and no such suggestion 
has been made.,”’ 

Declaring the majority had the 
power to strike out the league of na- 
tions covenant from the _ treaty 
by amendment, Senator Underwood 
added: 

“If that had been done, all that fa 
desired by this. resolution would 
have been done and more.” 

“Peace cannot. be accomplished by 
the pending resolutino,” Senator 
Underwood continued, “though it 
attempts to tie the United. States 
under the terms of the Versailles 
treat) and déelare peace thereby. I 
ane perfectly willing to admit that 
hostilities have ceased, ang that the 
status of peace between belligerent 
countries can be éstablished and 
recognized silently, bv the passage 
of time. But that time has not yet 
come. 


«Direct Methods Urged. 


“The resoktion; seeks to repeal 
war legislation, such of which is 
notacceptable or.neccary to our 
people in time of peace. That can 
easily be done by direct methods. 
Yet, the political party which has a 
majority in both houses of congress, 
and which I do not represent, has 


repeal by direct action.” 

Only by a contract—a treaty—can 
diplomatic and commerical relations 
with Germany be legally established. 
Senator Underwood declared. He 
described the resolution as a “wal! 
of paper camouflage,” and asked if 
it Was intended as a “bluff.” 

Conceding that if the Versailizs 
treaty were not ratified, another 
treaty would have to be negotiated, 
Senator Underwood asked why Sen- 
ator Lodge, Massachusetts, the re- 
pubican leader, had stricken from 
the Knox resolution the provision 
requesting the president to nego- 
tiate a separate treaty to restore 
diplomatic and commercial  rels- 
tions.

A greater possible menace to the 
revolutionary government, it was 
said, appeared to lie in the adjust- 
ment of rivalries between revolu- 
tionary leaders, Pablo - Gonzaéls, 
Obregon, Adolfo de la Huerta, An- 
tonio Villereal, Manuel Palaez and 
others a clear understanding on this 
hardly could be expected before May 
24, the date announced for the con- 
vening of-the especial sessions. of 
congress when a provisional pres- 
ident is to be named, it was add- 
ed. . 
While revolutionary representa- 
tives repeated their assertions that 
Palaez, who has collected tribute 
from oil operators about Tampico 
for four years in defiance of the 
Carranza government, is in accord 
with the new revolution and its 
leaders. American business men are 
observing his attitude with sharp 
interest, the more so since there,is 
now due in the oil region nearly 
$2,000,000 in taxes. They have not 
been paid, producers awaiting more 
definite indication, it was said, as 
to who would receive payment. 

Some progress toward a restora- 
tion of communication lines in Mex- 
ico was reported today. There is 
now working out of Mexico to the 
border one land wire through E} 
Paso. The wires through Piedras 
Negras have been extended south- 
ward as far as Saltillo, but those 
south from Laredo are tangled 
along the ground for miles. Wire- 
less and cable have not proved 
available to a great extent, even for 
fovernment business. 

The failure of the Chapultepec 
wireless at Mex'7o City to fune- 
tlon with any degree of accuracy 
was attributed to inexperienced op- |; 
erators. The cable to Mexico City 
has been out of commission because 
of the fighting near San Marcos 
through which its land wires pass, 
but the cable company has sent 
forward repair gangs. 

The new official reports received 
by the government indicated a con- 
tinuance of order in the municipal 
centers taken over by the rebels.

Generals Higinio Aguilar and 
Guadelupe Sanchez, at the head of 
large units of revolutionary troops 
on Thursday, were prepared for a 
grand attack, according to a cap- 
tain who arrived here yesterday 
from the scene of the fighting. 
Later dispatches seem to indicate 
that Carranza feared this attack 


would be successful, and he decided 
to escape, Befdre taking refuge 
in flight Carranza is said to have 
destroyed trains still held by his 
troops, together with war material 
too heavy to be carried away. 

Serious fighting probably has oc- 
curred since Carrdnza left the bat- 
tle. zone, as dispatches say ‘prison- 
ers have been captured by the at- 
tacking forces.

Advices from the: battlefield are 
Silent as to the safety of W. A. 
Body, British consul, in this city,

CONGRESS TO NAME 
INTERIM PRESIDENT. 

Mexico City, May 12.—(Via Lare- 
do, Texas.)—Governor de La Huerta 
was called upon to summons the 
national congress to name an in- 
terim président at a meeting held 
at the national palace tonight at- 
tended by numerous leaders of the 
liberty revolutionary movement. 

Generals Obregon and Gonzales 
were among those present at the 
meeting. Huerta was selected to 
summons congress as leader of the 
liberal revoltionists. 

Those present at the 
pledged themselves to accept

j interim president regardless of his 


political beliefs. General Obregon 
was selected as commander of the 
liberal revoltionists in the federal 
district. 

General Antonio Villareal is ap- 
parently the leading candidate for 
the presidency since General Pablo 
Gonzalez stated that in an inter- 
view Villareal was acceptable, 
while leading Obrongonists are 
quoted as favoring him. 

Reports that General Manue! 
Dieguez has been captured were 
confirmed Wednesday by a wire- 
less -.dispatch from Guadalajara, 
given out by Obregon headquarters 
and signed by Colonel Isais Castro 
stating that Dieguez together with 
his staff and General Sebastian Al- 
lende are imprisoned. : 

Prior to receipt of the wireless 
message it had been decided to send 
General Benjamin Hill with a strong 
column to capture Dieguez. Other 
statements made by the liberal rev- 
olutionist headquarters indicate 
fighting is still going on near San 
Marcos, state of Puebla, between 
the column guarding the presiden- 
tial trains and the _ revolutionary 
forces, 

Obregon’s headquarters announced 
that permission had been given 
General Guadalupe Sanchez to allow 
General Candido Aguilar to pass 
through revolutionary lines to con- 
fer with President Carranza with 
a view to avoiding more bloodshed, 
General Aguilar later-to surrender. 

With forces under General San- 
chez opposing assaults by General 
Francisco Murguia, who is attempt- 
ing to cut a way through toward

FLEES FROM TROOPS. 

Brownsville, Texas, May 15.—The| 
Carranza garrison at Azuca, about 
120 miles west of Matamoros, re- 
volted Wednesday afternoon, and 
General Alfredo Ricaut, comman- 
der, narrowly escaped death in the 
demonstration “by the troops. 

This information was brought 
here by E. H. Parker, of the United 
States department of justice, and 
Captain Hiram Tuttle, United States 
army intelligence officer, who re- 
turned today after investigating the 
situation in the vicinity of Rio 
Grande city. The garrison num- 
bered about 300 men. 
¢ General Ricaut was en route with 
his command from Monterey to the 
wicinity of Matamoros and planned 
to attack that. city when the train 
was halted-*near Camargo, where the 
railroad track was torn up. It was 
here that the revolt occurred. Gen- 
éral Ricaut,’ Governor Rafael Car- 
denas, of Tamaulipas, and Antonio 
Govila de la Torre, the latter’s sec- 
retary, escaped into the United 
States after walking twenty-five 
miles and swimming’ the Rio Grande. 

Nearly one million dollars aboard 
the train was seized by the revolt- 
ing troops.

Several of the mressengers op- 
posed the r”-~"'-~ of the resolution, 
as the vice president had been the 
guest of the convention, and it was 
not certain whether he made the re- 
marks ascribed to him. 

At the suggestion of Dr. A. J. 
Barton, of Alexandr'‘a, La., action 
was deferred until after an address 
by Wayne B. Wheeelr, general coun- 
sel of the Anti-Saloon league, when 
the resolution passéd with but little 
opposition. 

Mr. Wheeler declared that if the 
vice president held sugh views, he 
did not add anything to the confi- 
dence of the country. Mr. Wheeler 
added that for his part he would 
stand by the senate against the vice 
president. | 

Speaking against political support 
for beer and wine candidates, Mr. 
Wheeler declared tat “the position 
of such candidates is one of defiance 
of the law, hence indefensible.” 

Federal Prohibition Commissione 
Kramer told the convention the 
government needed help to enforce 
the prohibition laws, and ‘tat it had 
not enough men to do the work. He 
called for the support of the Baptista 
of the south in the fight against an- 
ti-prohibition forces. : 

Both Mr. Wheeler and Federal 
Prohibition Commissioner Kramer, 
who followed him, were received 
with acclaim, the convention rising 
to its feet to applaud them when 
they advanced to the speaker’s 
platform., 

Thrust at Governor Edwards. 


The report of the committee or. 
temperance and social service Sub- 
mitted to the convention today, 
speaks of the “sorry spectacle” of 
the governor of one state “swear- 
ing to uphold and enforce the con- 
stitution of the United States and, 
in the next breath, declaring tha 
to the extent o fhis power hewould 
make his siate as ‘Wet’ as the At- 
lantic.” 

“Wedonot call his name,” the re- 
port continued, “because we do not 
wish to confer him an honor to 
which he is not entitled, nor to ada 
to the shame of the good people of 
his state who are loyal Americans 
and deplore such treason.” 

The convention cannot relax its 
efforts in the interest of prohibition 
because the liquor traffic “seeks to 
compass heaven and earth” to cir- 
cumvent the law, the report said, 
and added: 

“We have the further sorry spec- 
tacle of another state’s lending its 
fair name to an effort to nullify th> 
federal constitution.” 

Because the liquor forces are de- 
termined to destroy law and order 
and re-establish the saloon, accord- 
ing to the report, it is the task of 
the convention to see to it that the 
constitution and the law are upheld 

“We musi: see to it,” continues the 
report, “that only honest friends of 
law and order are elected to office. 
whether the office be legislative or 
executive; that every officer. does 
his duty, and that in doing his duty 
duty, has our unqualified, unhesitat- 
ing support. This rule should apply 
all the way from president to con- ‘1 
stable.”’ 

The viceroy of India was asked 
by the convention, in a resolution 
introduced by Dr. A. J. Barton, of 
Alexandria, La., to prohibit the im- 
port, manufacture and sale of liquors 
and drugs in that country.

Numerous overflow meetings 
have been necessary to accompany 
the messengers and the mis incece a 
visitors estimated by convention 
officials to number another 8,000.

Arguments 
were advanced that accepting pay 
from the government was contrary 
to the Baptist principie of the ab- 
solute separation of the church and 
state, but the report, which pro- 
vides for the entrance of Baptist 
preachers into the service, was ap- 
proved.

It is interesting to the Baptist 
people in Washington that the first 
sermon ever preached in the capi- 
tal was by a Baptist chaplain named 
William Parkinson. 


Delegates Praise Washington. 

It may be in order to say just 
here that the delegates have found 
Washington a most delightful city. 
Prices are declared te be the most 
reasonable here in every way. Food 
and rooms and the luxuries are al! 
surprisingly reasonable, which is 
the comment of the delegates. The 
auditorium has been woefully in- 
adequate for the crowds, but the 
other delightful features of. the city 
have made ample amends for this 
inconveflience. The local commit- 
tee has done an excellent piece of 
work in the care for the crewds. 

The weather has at last mod- 
erated and Saturday was warmer 
with genuine sunshine. This gave 
rise to numerous sightseeing par- 
ties reaching to every one of. the 
many unusual points of interest in 
this wonderful city. Parties have 
gone to nearby cities for the day, 
some going as far as New York.

USE OF MONEY 
RAISED FOR S. A. 


The uses to which the money 
raised in the approaching campaign 
for the second home seryice fund 
of the Salvation Army with be put 
are outlined in a statement made 
by W. T. Gentry, who will head the 
campaign in Atlanta, and who has 
already completed his plans of or- 
Sanization. Enthusiastic reports 
are also coming in from other quar- 
ters of the south, expressing con- 
fidence over the success of the ven- 
ture, and announcing ov er-subscrip- 
tions in several cities.

The 1920 council fire of the Great 
Council of Georgia Red Men will 
be kindled in Atlanta on Wednes- 
day, June 16, and the various tribes 
of the Gate City are now spending 
@ deal of time preparing for the 
coming of the great chiefs and 
tribal representatives in annual 
pow-wow. 

The session for this year was 
originally planned for the city of 
Gainesville, but recent develop- 
ments in the Hall. county capital 
haver made it necessary that the 
meeting be transferred to Atlanta 
hénce an unusual activity among 
iocal tribes at this time. 

The tribes of Atlanta have named 
committees which will act co-joint- 
ly in planning for the entertain- 
ment of the Red Men, and these 
Plans will shortly be terminated 
in’ shape for publication. A gen- 
eral committ has the convention 
in charge, this being comp@sed of 
three from each tribe, and to them 
has been delegated the task of fea- 
turing the social and other sides of 
the great council, 


Have Had Great Progress. 


The tribes of Atlanta as a whole 
have enjoyed an era ol unpreceuent- 
ed progress, both in point of new 
members and otherwise, during the 
Ppast great sun, and each one will 
have a most gratifying report for 
the great council. Many hundreds 
of dollars have been paid out by 
the tribes in death and sick bene- 
fits and for other purposes, but at 
the same time the membership hag 
increased in no little marked de- 
gree. 

Comanche Tribe No. 6, perhaps 
one of the oldest on the Georgia 
reservation, has been a most strik- 
ing example of the good that has 
been accomplished by the Red Men, 
and this tribe will have one of the 
best reports in its history for the 
great council. Something more than 
one hundred new members have 
been added to Comanche’s roll, 
while hundreds of dollars have been 
expended in the work of the order. 

Comanche will have twenty rep- 
resentatives in the great council, in 
addition to the presence of Past 
Great Sachems F. F. Smith and C. 
C. Gillette and members of the 
great council by virtue of commit- 
teemen and otherwise. 

Other tribes in the city will be 
strongly represented and it is a 
matter of gratification to all that 
Atlanta has captured the 1920 ses- 
sion of the state body. 

As is always the case, there will 
be hundreds of visitors to the city 
at the time the great council meets, 
and the public will evince no small 
degree of interest in the plans for 
the reception and entertainment of 
the visitors. 

The program for the session will 
be promulgated as soon as the va- 
rious committeemen eget together 
and complete their task.

“STAND THE GAFF!’’ 


Everybody respects and admires 


that physical quality called “game- 
ness.”’ 

But not so with the “bad loser’— 
the fellow who flinches under “the 
gaff” and winces and whimpers in 
defeat. 

People admire the athlete who, 
defeated on the field of contest 
after the game has been played ac- 
cording to the rules, congratulates 
the victor, and with a smile goes 
about better conditioning himself 
for a “return match.” 

The boxer fn the prize ring, who, 
having fought his best, but a losing 
fight, according to the rules to 
which he subscribed before the con- 
test began, takes his defeat gra- 
ciously and in “the-best-man-won” 
spirit, shares with his conqueror 
the applause from the ringside. But 
the whiner, who cries “foul,” rails 
at the referee or beefs about the 
rules after the game is over, can 
expect little sympathy. 

The public admires good sports- 
manship; gameness. Its hat is off 
to the good loser always; but never 
to the beefer who has been beaten 
fairly, then complains against the 
rules. 

So it is in politics: Gameness, 
good sportsmanship, are admired by 
the public. 

Recently a state-wide political 
contest was fought out in Georgla— 
fought: out under rules that were 
formulated in_ strict accordance 
with the state primary election law. 

Those rules were published 
broadcast throughout the state. 
Everybody was given ample oppor- 
tunity to become familiar with 
them. They were accepted by the 
state; not a word in criticism was 
uttered against them. Not a breath 
of protest was heard during the en- 
tire campaign. 3 

And if the victory had gone to 
another than the candidate which 
The Constitution supported, this 
newspaper would have been the 
first to have accepted the verdict, 
and to have congratulated the win- 
ner. That would have ended it, for 
The Constitution has proven itself 
to be a good loser, and as game in 
defeat as in victory. 

In the recent presidential contest 
there were three candidates, each 
with his following. Only one of 
them could have won; and only one 
did win, in accordance with the 
rules to which all three had pre 
viously subscribed without a qualm. 

Now, what do we find? 

The two losers gamely accepting 
the verdict of the ballot-box, shak- 
ing the hand of the victor, saying, 
“it was a fair contest in an open 
field; we made the best fight that 
we could; we fought according to 
the rules, and we accept defeat 
like true sportsmen?” 

We do not! 

They are whining and beefing 
about the rules! 

And they want now that they are 
defeated under the rules against 
which they uttered not a syllable 
of complaint before election day, 
to make new rules to govern a 
contest that has passed into his- 
tory! 

The rules which governed that 
contest were formulated in strict 
accordance with the state law, 
which is predicated in the main 
upon the theory of election by plu- 

rality county-unit vote. 
‘Under that law, with the excep- 
tion of United States senator and‘ 
governor, every state and county 
every congressman and 
every state legislator is nominated 
by the plurality of the county unit 


which there are three or more can- 
didates for the same office to be 
filled, the one receiving the highest 
‘number of county unit votes shall 
be declared the winner. And even 
in the cases of senator and gov- 
ernor, a majority vote is required 
to nominate only in the primary, 
the plurality rule applying in the 
final election. , 

If in the present instance the two 
defeated candidates can combine 
their forces to override the rules 
and the law, the same theory would 
apply to every election held in 
Georgia. 

Thus, in every political contest in 
which there are three or more can- 
didates the losers could combine 
their forces against the one re- 
ceiving the plurality vote; and 
there could be no election in any 
instance in. which no candidate 
received a clear majority of the 
votes—popular or county-unit, as 
the case might be. 

In this event an election in Geor- 
gia would become a meaningless 
farce. 

But the law permits of no such 
farcical procedure. 

It prescribes the manner in which 
elections shall be held; the rules 
and the procedure for determining 
the outcome of every contest. 

In the campaign recently held in 
Georgia the law was complied with 
by all of the candidates; and the 
law—not the losers—must say 
who won according to the rules! 

And public sentiment—the senti- 
ment of red-blooded Americanism— 
says to the losers: 

“Be game, gentiemen! Be sports- 
men! Stand the gaff! Take your 
medicine like men!”

FIRST FIND THE MONEY. 

It is proposed that the legisla- 
ture this summer materially in-| 
crease the state pensions paid to 
veterans of the confederacy. 

This is commendable enough, if 
the state is financially ble to it— 

But, it must be remembered in 
figuring upon this suggestion, that 
there are other things impera- 
tively demanding increased ° ex- 
penditures of state funds; and that 
before anything can be done in the 
way of increasing the state’s ex: 
penditures it Is absolutely essen. 
tial that we know first from where 
the money is to come, and provis- 
ion must be made for the payment 
of any expenditures that have been 
or may be authorized by the legis- 
lature. 

It is a simple matter to call the 
expenditure of a few hundred dol- 
lars a bauble; it is easy for the 
legislature to vote away a few 
thousand or a few hundred thous- 
and dollars; but when the business 
of making the expediture is put up 
to the taxpayers, and when the 
general assembly is faced with the 
necessity of making the levy, the 
problem is by no means so simple. 

The fact is Georgia is today run- 
ning far behind in its revenues as 
compared with its expenditures al- 
ready authorized. 

It has not enough, nor will it 
receive enough money this year 
from all of its sources of revenue, 
to meet the appropriations voted 
by the general assembly last sum- 
mer. 

In addition to this, we are abso- 
lutely face-to-face with the prob- 
lem of what we are going to do 
with and for our public schools; 
for, under the present starvation 
basis of payment of our teachers, 
we are laying the ax to the root 
of the tree upon the development 
of which depend the success and 
welfare of our children; hence, of 
our state! 

Certainly we have gone long 
enough upon the starvation basis 
in our attitude toward our public 
schools, and the time has come 
when the state must be more Ilib- 
sral or else lose its teachers! 

But, before this money can be 
spent it must be provided! 

The traditional recipe for rabbit 
pie applies in this case, as it does 
in the case of the veterans— 

“First catch the rabbit!” 


SUGAR AND CANNING. 

It is held by many delegates to 
the convention of the Southern 
Wholesale Grocers’ association, 
now in session at St. Louis, that 
speculators are largely responsible 
for the high cost of living: and, as 
to sugar, Edgar Watkins, of the 
Atlanta bar, who is general counsel 
for the association, told the con- 
vention that there is no shortage 
of that commodity, but that sugar 
brokers were at the bottom of the 
trouble. 

If Mr. Watkins spoke the truth, 
and is in possession of evidence to 
back it, there should be a way to 
break the broker trust. 

In any event the public is entitled 
to the facts. 

Sugar is one of the most impor- 
tant of our food rfecessities. It is 
a necessity because the human sys- 
tem requires a certain amount of 
it, just as it requires salt and 
phosphate. 

However, it is not the need for 
sugar in its refined form as a sta- 
ple article of diet from day to day 
that makes its absence from the re- 
tail market most seriously felt, for 
in fruits and vegetables we can get 
all the sugar that the syste’ re- 
quires to keep it healthful; but 


about $2. 


vitally in this connection js the 
lack of sugar for canning and pre- 
serving essential foodstuffs for fa- 
ture use. 

The Portland Oregonian, in a re- 
cent editorial discussion of the 
sugar situation, says truthfully 
“that sugar has entered so largely 
into the processes of preserving 
other desirable foods for future 
use that its aseension to a prac- 
tically prohibitive price attains 
the proportions of a national calam- 
ity!’ 

Our whole domestic system of 
fruit-canning revolves around the 
sugar supply, and the lack of sugar 
during the “canning season,” when 
the perishable fruits and berries 
are in abundance means waste of 
enormous quantities of food now, 
and inevitably consequent depriva- 
tion later on. 


Potatoes are exceedingly scarce 
and selling at famine prices now, 
but, as The Oregonian further sug- 
gests, “the potato famine means 
nothing but disappearance of the 
potato from the menu,” while su- 
gar at a price beyond the reach of 
the average American housewife 
“carries down with it the surplus 
product of every orchard (and 
berry patch) in the land.” 

And if sugar is being hoarded, 
held away from the public by spec- 
ulators who hope for greater mone- 
tary returns from it later on—as 
Mr. Watkins says is the case—the 
supply ought to be found and put 
upon the market without loss of 
time. It can be done. 


“UNIVERSAL TRAINING.” 

The doctrine of universal train- 
ing has much to commend it; and, 
by the same token, there ig no 
dearth of sound arguments against 
it. It is one of those fundamental 
propositions upon which there is 
wide range for differing opinions. 

But whether or not universal mil- 
itary training would be good for 


the foremost republic of the world, | 


there can be no legitimate division 
of public sentiment regarding not 
only the advisability, but the abso- 
lute necessity, of more nearly “uni- 
versal” production of staple com- 
modities. 


Discussing the question of mili- 
tary training in relation to com- 
modity production, the “Colyumist” 
of The Seattle Post-Intelligencer 
declared recently, and very much 
to the point, that— 


“Recent developments convince us 


that the need of the nation is not 
universal military training as much 
as universal railroad training. 


“And universal longshore training. 
“And universal mine training. 
“And universal farm training. 
“And so on, ad infinitum.” 
Military training is all right, and, 
at least until the world becomes 
more tolerant, fraternal and hu- 
mane than it is at present, perhaps 


necessary; but that will not pro- 
duce the three fundamental life ne- 
cessities: 
ter. 


Food, raiment and shel- 


Military training will not dig coal, 


build highways, run railroads. 


The country may need more 
trained soldiers; more men who 
know how and are willing to fight; 
but just now the greater need is 
for more, and still more, men who 
know how and are willing to work 
-—to work with the same relative 
degree of energy and determination 
and patriotism as that with which 
competent and well-disciplined and 
right-thinking soldiers fight in 
battle! 

And more working and greater 
production how would mean less 
occasion and diminished inclination 
to fight in the future. 


BEES AND SUGAR. 
In the issue of May 6, of the 


Market Bulletin, published weekly 
by the state bureau of markets, 


Georgia department of agriculture,: 


bee culture is highly commended 
to the farmers of this state as a 
“side line” industry in which there 
are broad possibilities for .both 
pleasure and profit. 

Says the Market Bulletin: 


“The importance of the bee in- 
dustry in Georgia is not appre- 
ciated. Authorities agree there is 
no state in the Union naturally 
presenting more advantages to this 
profitable business. .No state ex- 
ceeds Georgia in the number of 
nectar bearing plants. Our climate 
is well nigh perfect. Nearly every 
farm carries a few boxes, or 
“gums,” which at best conserve but 
about 25 per cent of the honey 
gathered. Many commercial bee- 
keepers are now operating success- 
ful apiarics, from which, with 
careful handling, they reap a steady 
and handsome income upon their 
investment. <A colony of bees in 
an old-fashioned box is worth 
A colony in a modern 
hive is estimated to pay a splendid 
income on $20. 

“Now is the season to work your 
bees. Get them into modern hives. 
Give them a little attention, and 
harness up this most industrious 
little worker, and conserve a part 
of the great stores of nectar our 
state is so bounteously supplied 
with by nature.” 


Particularly at this time, with 
sugar extremely scarce and ex- 
traordinarily expensive, the farm- 


er with plenty of honey on hands 
or in the making is, indeed, for- 


tunate. Honey is a rich source of 
sugar supply, and, in addition to its 
sugar, every ingredient that enters 
into its composition is deliciously 
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palatable and high 


sticking to his, job, meanwhile, 


in point of food 

As the Market Bulletin suggests, 
the cost of production of honey is, 
perhaps, below that of any other 
domestic food -product, especially 
in comparison with its value, it 
being practically limited to the 
meagre cost of the original colony 
or colonies of bees, and the slight 
expense entailed in upkeep and 
general maintenance. 

In cold countries the heaviest ex- 
pense to the bee-keeper is in win- 
tering his stock; and a‘ best the 
loss from freezing and from starv- 
ation, on account of the extended 
duration of the northern winter, is 
considerable. = — 

The Georgia apiarist, however, is 
spared the bulk of that expense, 
as here the bees need little extra 
protection from the cold, and the 
winters are so short that the loss 
from exhaustion of the bee food 
store is negligible. 

Every Georgia farmer should 
have enough bees “in harness” to 
provide his table with honey the 
year round, with some to spare for 
market or friends in the city; and, 
for that matter, a few stands of 
bees would go a long way to- 
ward curtailing the city dweller’s 
necessary outlay for sugar and 
sweets. 


WILLIAM DEAN HOWELLS. 

It was a busy life as an author 
that the late William Dean Howells 
led; for his was the joy of his 
work. And he wrote because the 
story was waiting to be told, and 
he sang because the song asked for 
utterance. 


His was a long and gracious lit- 
erary life; but while the seventy 


volumes that bear his name may be} 


held as measuring his literary 
achievement, what he did in influ- 
encing the literary lives of others 
would of itself fill a volume. 

And it would be one of grateful 
acknowledgment. 

The youthful writer who came 
to him with story or poem, seeking 
literary guidance, found ever an 
open door. He was never too oc- 
cupied, as author or editor, to lend 
the helpful hand. 

And nothing pleased him more 
than to detect the spark of genius 
in the work of the unknown writer. 

Many who long since attained to 
literary fame owe their introduc- 
tion to the world of letters to his 
friendly interest. 

He somewhere records his first 
joy of literary recognition when, 
as a very young man—a writer just 
“feeling his way’—he met some of 
the American Immortals, of the 
famous New England group—Haw- 
thorne, Holmes, Lowell and others; 
and one of them said: “Why, 
here’s Howells!” 

He knew what it meant to be 
taken by the hand on the threshold 
of literary life and made welcome. 
So he freely gave, even as he had 
received. 

And mingled with voices of high 
praise of his work as an American 
writer—work which has enriched 
our literature—will be those stiller 
tones, soft-echoing from the heart, 
that speak the gratitude and love 
of those -to whose lives he gave 
light.

‘which he has followed all his life:

Commenting on this advice to 
keep the work going—The Kansas 
City Star says: 


“The man who wants to ‘take 
things easy’ in the world is the 
chap who does not make the best 
of life as it is. He depends upon 
his fellow men to bear his burdens 
for him. The man who takes life

The idea of sending a deelga- 
tion, howeevr, irrespective of the 
regular and progressive wings, has 
been abandoned. It is assumed that 
most of those attending will affil- 
iate with one or the other factions, 
or wait until after the Chicago 
convention and then fall. into the 
ranks as plain, every-day Georgia 


republicans. 


Georgia Has Seventeen 
National Delegates. 


Georgia sends seventeen delegates 
to the republican national conven- 
tion; one from each congressional 
district except the ninth which has 
two delegates: and four delegates 
at large. The ninth district is ac- 
corded two. delegates by reason of 
that district having polled more 
than 7,500 republican votes at the 
last presidential election. Under the 
rules of the national committee the 
delegates from a district, if more 
than one, are apportioned by the 
party strength in that distrigt. 

The party organization prior to 
the State convention on April 7 
was headed by ex-State Senator 
Roscoe Pickett, of Jasper, chair- 
man, and Harry H. Pace, secretary, 
the State central committee con- 
sisting of the usual representation, 
and on which were a number of 
white and colored citizens. 
Henry S. Jackson was the national 
committeeman.‘ Messrs. Pickett, 
Pace and Jackson are all white 
republicans. 

At a meeting of the state com- 
mittee in Atlanta on February 28 
the state convention, for the elec- 
tion of delegates to the national 
convention, a new contral commit- 
tee and a national committeeman, 
was called for April 7, to convene 
n the house of representatives of 
the state capitol. 

Following the call, representa- 
tives of the nation-wide candidates 
for the republican nomination for 
president began to visit Georgia, 
and soon there were evidences of 
trouble in the organization ranks. 
The county and district conventions 
were being held in the meantime, 
and this split developed in these 
conventions, particularly in the 
district gatehrings. Frequently two 
meetings were held, and it was 
quickly discovered that the defec- 
tions from what appeared the reg- 
ular proceedings were in the inter- 
est of the candidacy of General 
Wood. 

This split became more pro- 
nounced as the state convention 
date approached.

Two Conventions 
In the Same Hall. 


When the day of the state con- 
vention was reached, Chairman 
Pickett appeared with a temporary 
roll call, and when his faction was 
seated the doors were locked. 

The larger number of delegates, 
however, led by Henry Lincoln 
Johnson, who claimed to have with 
him the regularly certified dele- 
gateg to the convention, appeared 
and demanded entrance, and, after 
appealing to the police, the doors 
were opened. Chairman Pickett 
subsequently stated the doors were 
opened at his request. 

Thereupon the . overpowering 
numbers led by Johnson took 
charge of the convention's deliber- 
ations, and a regularly arranged pro- 
gram was carried out by the elec- 
tion of Johnson temporary chair- 
man. 

The latter shouted for all his 
friends and followers of the regu- 
lar party in Georgia to corral 
themselves in one body. in the Au- 
ditorium, which they did, ‘most of 
the assembly being colored. 

This left State Chairman Pickett, 
who had been acting as his own 
témporary convention chairman, in 
one corner with twenty-seven men, 
mostly white, who continued their 
deliberations until a delegation of 
Weod supporters had been chosen, 
headed by the following as the 
four from the state at large: 

W. J. Tilson, Atlanta; Clark’ Greer, 
Augusta; Charles Adamson, Cedar- 
town, and Dr. G. P. Washington, 
Waycross, the last named being a 
colored man. 

Clark Greer was chosen to suc- 
ceed Pickett as chairman of the 
state committee; and for secretary, 
Warren Edwards, of Milledgeville. 
The officers were empowered to re- 
organize accordingly the state cen-

‘In ene of O'Heary’s inimitable 
little skits, he describes the meet- 
ing between a one-dollar bill and 
a five-dollar bill. The five-dollar 
bill asks the one-dollar bill where 
he has been, and he replies that 
he has been to church. The five- 
dollar bill, in unconscious revela- 
tion of his character, asks “What 
is a church?’ 

But when one reflects upon the 
character of the dollar today, even 
a preacher is conipelled to raise the 
question, what good did it do him 
to go to church? Never has there 
been a sadder deterioration of chay- 
acter than there has been in this 
once most popular and sought-after 
individua One is temnted to 
charge im with hypocrisy. His 
face value is the same He still 
goes marching up the church aisle, 
proclaiming his creed aloud in 
Pharasaic tones, “In God we trust.” 

But nevertheless, the public has 
lost confidence in him. All sorts of 
stories, damaging to his reputation, 
have gotten abroad. It is whispered 
that while he cuts just as big a 
figure in the financial world-as ever, 
and. appears at all the great de- 
nominational functions, talking 
louder than ever, ;nevertheless, in 
reality he does omy half as much

tion for economists and moralists, 
how can we save the dollar? 

Speaking from the standpoint of 
the economist, I am reliably in- 
forrned that this same one-dollar 
William, who is the hero of this 
story, is only worth 54 cents. But 
just there is a danger. The great 
majority of people don’t know this. 
Possibly here is to be found a part 
of the trouble. 


THE HYPOCRITICAL 


DOLLAR. 

The dollar is a hypocrite. We go 
on thinking about_him, and depend- 
ing upon him just as we did when 
he was worth a full one-hundred 
cents. Nearly everyone is receiving 
today more money, in terms of fig- 
ures, than ever before. Even while 
he is kicking about the high prices, 
he goes on spending acccrding to 
the standard of the purchasing 
power of the ante-bellum dollar. 
The five-dollar per day man nas 
become the ten-dollar per day man. 
His consciousness of purchasing 
power expands, but his treal power 
to pur-hase does not. Unmindful 
of the change in values, he expands 
his mode of living to fit the fig- 
ures. But, as is so often the case 
in life, the figures don’t fit the 
facts. 

Another phase of this same con- 
fusion of thought finds expression 
in the man who pays this increased 
wage of ten dollars. Still dwelling 
in the ante-bellum thought world 
of value, he is quite sure that he 
is a philanthropist to make such a 
large increase in wages, and is 
amazed at the unAmerican, bolshe- 
vistic spirit of selfishness which de- 
mands any more. 

I wrote the above paragraph en 
route to Washington. When I left 
Atlanta I was quite sure tht I 
knew all a’ ut this problem, and 
with the zeal of the missionary I 
was determined to save the dollar 
at any cost. The horrible misfor- 
tune which came to our country 
was that I was interrupted, and 
was unable to finish my task be- 
fore reaching Washington. I found 


here that it is a well-known fact 7 
that a dollar never has been saved 
in Washington. Even Mr. Bryan 
gave up after trying it first with 
a national democratic, and after- 
wards with a chautauqua platform. 

On my arrival I went at once to 
a session of the American Sociale 
gical congress. I arrived just tm 
time to Léar Professor Fisher, of 
Yale, make the shocking statemeni, 
“the dollar is only worth thirty 
cents.” I was inclined to receive 
this only as a figure of speech, or, ‘~ 
perhaps, that was the way it look? : 
ed to him. But I went back to m 
hotel. (That is another figure o: 
speech, though it ought to be mine 
when I leave.) I ordered a modesi 
dinner—the only modest thing I 


discovered in the dining room. The 


waiter brought me the eheck. Then 
and there I apologized to Professor 
Fisher, of Yale. 

MONEY’S REAL 

VALUE. 

But just here I got miy cue, and 
started all over again. If my dol- 
lar was ‘vorth only thirty cents in 
that -dining room, it was because 
the hotel man matched it with only 
thirty cents worth of food. Suppose 


I had been on a desert island, my 


dollar wouldn’t have been worth 
even thirty cents. In a word, money 
has only a representative value. I 
itself it is worth nothing. It ha 
only the value which society puts 
back of it. 

The fundamental mistake is that 
we believe that money means 
wealth, and everybody is trying to? 
make money. But money only rep- 
resents wealth, and no matter how 
much money we make, its real 
value must be limited to the amount 
of real wealth which is back of it. 
Speaking in a very gentral way. 
wealth consists of land and raw 
material plus energy and skill. The 
land and the raw material are here 
in abundance, and it. simply de- 
pends upon how much energy and 
skill we put into them as to how 
much wealth we will have. 

It is necessary ot make this dis- 
tinction in our thought between 
making money and making wealth, 
even though they ought to be, and 
often are, one transaction. The dif- 
ference can be seen tn raising the 
price of cotton without raising the. 
quality or the quantity. Or in in- 
creasing wages without increasing 
energy or efficiency. It is quite 
apparent also in the boosting of 
commercial stocks without a corre- 
sponding output of useful service 
in some form. 

Now to my text. Without her 


attempting to go into particulars, 
our fundamental principle should be, 
we can save the value of the dol- 


lar by redeeming our energy and 
brains from the fruitless task of 
manipulating money, and?’ fooling 
ourselves with figures, and put 
them into the limitless fertility of 
our soil and into the inexhaustible 
abundance of our raw materials. 
But I must give this tip, which I 
got here from Uncle Sam. Ifa dol- 
lar is now worth just thirty cents 
now is a good time to put it away. 
Forget it and go to work making . 
wealth. Every honest blow in fleld 
or factory will help to raise its 
purchasing power. You work while 
it sleeps, and in one, two or three 
years you will find that you have. 
saved seventy cents on every one 
you have put away. Uncle Samuel 
says if you want him to do it, he 
will wrap it up for you in saving 
stamps or Liberty bonds. ¢

Story of Two Buckheads. 

The postmaster at Buckhead, Ga., 
wishes the public to be informed 
that there is only. one Buckhead 
postoffice in Georgia and that is the 
postoffice of the thriving commu- 
nity of that name in Morgan coun- 
ty, near Madison. 

There is a suburban community 
near Atlanta christened many, many 
years ago as Buckhead. It is about 
seven miles out on Peachtree road, 
and is older than the city of At- 
lanta. 

Once upon a time this Buckhead 
was a stopping point on the main 
highway between Decatur and Ma- 
rietta, and it took its name from 
the inn at the crossroads, the other 
crossing there being the road that 
came south from Roswell and thence 
through what is now Atlanta, but 
was then a wilderness, to the old 
Whitehall Inn, located in what is 
now West End, the highway leading 
thence on to Macon and Savannah. 


A stage coach hostelry at the in- 
tersection of these cross-roads, 
known as the “Buckhead Inn,” did 
a thriving business, coach travelers 
stopping over there for meals or 
for nights on their way to or from 
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“big

That was long before the days 
of railroads and when traveling in 
Georgia was done by coach. When 
the railroads reached Terminus, 
later christened Marthasville, and 
later Atlanta, that Buckhead lost 
out as the main crossing point in 
this vicinity and the tide turned to 
Atlanta . 

But Buckhead grew, and is today 
one of Atlanta’s most thriving sub- 
urban communities. Buckhead 
never hada postoffice by that name, 
for when the Georgia railroad was 
built from Augusta to Atlanta its 
terminus was for a long time at a 
point in Morgan county named 
Buckhead, which enjoyed the unique 
distinction of having a federal post- 
office by that name. 

Could Not Get Office. 

So later on when the Buckhead 
which derived its name from the 
inn near what is now Atlanta de- 
veloped, it could not get a postoffice 
by that name because there was al- 
ready another’ postoffice of the 
same. name in the state, and postal 
regulations will not permit two 
postoffices in the same state to 
bear the same name. 

So years afterward when a post- 
office was established on the old 
site of Buckhead Inn, near Atlanta, 
it was named North Atlanta. 

But many people do not know 
that, nor do they know of the other 3 
Buckhead in‘Morgan county. 

And so it is that many letters and

ing in the vicinity of the old Buck- 
head Inn, near Atlanta, are sent to 
the Buckhead postoffice in Morgan 
county, and it is this that. causes 
the communication from the post- 
master of that thriving community, 
published at the top of this article. 
So remember, !f you want to ad- 
dress anybody who lives at or near 
the Atlanta suburb known as 
Buckhead, forward it to “North At- 
lanta postoffice,” otherwise it will 
go to Buckhead in Morgan county. 
Atlanta's Buckhead will never be 
known by any other name. When 
the atreet car track was extended 
there the placards on the cars were 
labeled North Atlanta. But thi 
was misleading. Nobody knew 
what North Atlanta meant, but 
everybody knew where Buckhead 
was, and the people in that thriv- 
ing community rose as one to have 
the old landmark preserved. : 
And so it is that if you see the 
Buckhead sign on an Atlanta street 
car today you know that it is going 
to the site once hallowed by the 
Buckhead Inn, where in days long 
ago our forefathers as coach travel- 
ers through this section enjoyed 
their bumpers of good o]4 ale, or

New York, May 15.—(Special.)— 
Despite the discussion of Turkish 
Problems and the agreement on mi- 
nor details affecting both the east- 


. ©rn and the Adriatic questions, the 


conference at San Remo was In the 
arger sense a meeting between the 

ritish, French and Italian States- 
men for the purpose of patching up 
the leaks in that alliance, which 
had won the war. And any success 
which was achieved at San Remo 
was @ success in that direction 
alone. It ts probably true, as Lloyd 
George said, that every one came 
away happy, but if the restoration 
of friendly relations between al- 
lies is a thing that is worth while, 
it is by no means a complete rem- 
edy for exigting conditions, for con- 
temporary diseases. 

So far as the question of world 
settlement is concerned the San Re- 
mo conferences did little more than 
agree that at a later date and at 
Spa, once the headquarters of the 
German general staff, there should 
be a new eonference and at that 
conference GePmany would be al- 
lowed to appear, not as at Ver- 
Sailles, like a criminal in the box, 
nor-yet, quite as a neér, as an equal 
among the nations, This represents 
the first long step toward—not set- 
tlement, but the arrangement of a 
settlement. 

The truth, which is not yet suf- 
ficiently well accepted, is that de- 
spite the armistice of Rethondes, 
the treaty of Versailles, the supple- 
mentary agreements and resolves 
which bear the names of London, 
Paris and San Remo, peace with 
Germany has not yet been made. 
We have not passed beyond the 
stage of writing down on paper 
certain conditions and , forcibly 
seizing certain objects of péreotal 
property, which represent a small 
advance payment upon what Ger- 
Many owes the nations which she 
has injured, 

All the discussion about the terms 
of the treaty of Versailles, all the 


‘protests against the “Carthaginian 


* has 


Peace” are, after all, largely a mat- 


ter of language, because nothing has 
ac ually been done xv carry out the 
more important provisions of that 
treaty of peace. The German has 
surrendered a certain number of 
guns which he could not hide, of 
ships which he could not sink, he 
turned bacis some treasures 
which he stole and a very small 
number of cattle and livestock. As 
to his colonies, those were lost be- 
fore the war ended; as to the ces- 
sions of Alsace-Lorraine, Posen, the 
Polish corridor, these are facts, but 
facts of a far different order from 
she main elements in the treaty 
hich are after all economic. 
Germany Has Done Nothing. 
Aside from shipping and the cir- 
cumstances which show on the map 
the German has, in reality, done 
next to nothing to comply with the 
treaty of peace. He has done so lit- 


tle because up to the present mo- 
ment no method has been found to 
‘compel him and there is no con- 
sensus of opinion among his con- 
querors as to what should be done 
to coerce him. There is, indeed, no 
agreement as to what the German 
himself can ‘do. Those who made 
the treaty, those who should en- 
force it, the public opinion of the 
world stands hesitating before the 
ain question. 
Thus it comes about that a year 
and a half after the last shot of 
the war was fired, a year after the 
terms of the peace treaty were put 
into something approximating final 
form, peace has not actually been 
restored, save in the sense that the 
fighting, so far as the Germans are 
concerned, is not now going on. 
The German stands outside the sys- 
tem of commercial and industrial 
lif ewhich included him as @ po- 
tent factor six years ago. Nor can 
anyone quite see how he is to be 
broumht back into that system. 
We have among the allies very

The comfortable 
idea that the German, once the war 
was over, his military masters over- 
thrown, his Prussian drill sergeants 
dismizse4, would take up his tools, 
accept the ideas and the standards 
of his neighbors, become as Eng- 
lish as the English, has broken 
down. The German in defeat as 
in war remains German, incontpre- 
hensible and, on the whole, if not 
defiant, at the least by no means 
repentant. ~ ; 

It was an easy and simple notion 
that with defeat the bandage would 
fall from German eyes, the: our en- 
emy’s wrath would turn against his 
his own leaders, that the Germans 
would accept the allied view of the 
causes of the war, of the circum- 
stances of the war, would acknowl- 
edge blood guilt for crimes which 
shocked the western world. But 
the fact is that the German neith- 
er accepts the western view nor, 
so far as man can judge, ever 
will, He has his own views of the 


causes, his own convictions as to 
the character of the war. He has 
“atrocities” committed by. his ene- 
mies to place against their charges 
of crimes committed by his ar- 
mies and leaders. 

Thus mutual understan?’-~ be- 
tween enemies has not been pro- 
duced by the allied victory. The 
German thinks about his enemies 
just what he thought of them in 
the beginning, plus the evil opin- 
ions*which he acquired during the 


conflict. Mr. Wilson was at all 
times seeking a “peace of under- 
standing,” but it is about time to 
recognize clearly that a peace of 
understanding is outside of the pos- 
sibilities. The German will not see 
the war as we see it and therefore 
he will not accept- our verdict as 
a repentant sinner might. 


Ne New Germany. 
Nor has any new Germany risen 
fium the ruin of the old regime, as 
was co.fidently expected. We 


have no new names, no new ideas, 
no evidence of a _ transformation 
comparable with that France went 
through when, on the news of Se- 
dan, the tinsel Napoleonic struc- 
ture was swept away and the third 
republic appeared. To be sure, the 
republic was a name, rather than 
a fact, but all that was vital and 
real in French public life suddenly 
surged up in the presence of su- 
preme disaster and, although the 
war was irrevocably lost, France 
was saved. 

In the failure of a new Germany 
to em orge fies all the trouble he 
present situation. The way to be- 
gin is to begin, but how can one be- 
gin? France, justly apprehensive 
of the Germany which existed be- 
fore the war and seeing the same 
men holding the same places or 
lurking behind the scenes patgnt- 
ly eager to play the old parts, nec- 
essarily holds to one theory about 
German policy. Britain, seeing 
Germany more impersonally, and 
it is amazing how much _ clearer 
cne’s vision is when one is out of 
range of the enemy’s guns—holds 
to another view. Italy inclines to 
the British view, Belgium to the 
French, the United States has no 
view, officially, which can be trans- 
lated into fact. 

Now it is impossible for the Eng- 
lishman to convince the Frenchman 
that the German danger has been 


abolished, because there is nothing 
to prove that thig view is correct 
and much to controvert it. Nor is 
it possible for the Frenchman to 
convince the Englishman that Ger- 
many will always be exactly what 
she has been from Bismarck’s time 
onward. For there is nothing in 
history to prove that the ultimate 
result of the war may not be the 
destruction of German faith in vio- 
ience as the most approved meth- 
od of -ational progression. 

But one must treat with Ger- 
many either as a permanent menace 
to the peace of the world, or as a 
potential member of a new society 
of nations. There is no middle 
ground. As a result we have had 
experiments, first in one direction 
and then in another, but neither 
experiment has succeeded because 


| neither has called forth from the 


German any satisfectory response. 
He remains as bewildering as in 
the days when he talked to us 
through his propaganda in a sh- 
ion which always amazed and not 
infrequently infuriated us. 

For months the world has been 
waiting for some sign from the 
German which would indicate that 
real conversations were possible. 


.} that the hour had 


1 tion of any fair-minded man eager 


arrived when it 
would bs possible to discuss the 
things which must be discussed 
with some hopeful result. But no 
sign has come. The German has 
continued to protest, to denounce, 
to cling to all of his old views. 
He does not concede that he was 
beaten in the field, he does not ad- 
mit that the terms of the treaty 
of Versailles are binding. The mil- 
itaristic elements continue influen- 
tial and in all their utterances re- 
peat the evil words which proved 
to be accurate forerunners of evil 
deeds, five years ago. 

Nevertheless the experiment of 
direct conversations is now to be 
made. The German is to be per- 
mitted to come to Spa and discuss 
the aH important question of repar- 
ations, to present his view of what 
he can pav of the vast amount 
which should be paid, if the de- 
structions of the war, the wanton 
destructions in France and Belgium 
are to be liquidated. And no soon- 
er is there an invitation to the Ger- 
man than there begins to come, 
from Germany exactly the familiar 
declarations which have so far 
made all conversations useless. 


Neo Hope for Immediate Improeve- 
: ment. 


There is then no large basis for 
hope that the new conference at 
Spa will lead to immediate im- 
provement in the world situation. 
We are face to face every day with 


the fact that there can be no re- 
adjustment in the world either po- 
litically or economically until the 
German resumes a place among the 
nations of the world. With Ger- 
many and Ruésia outside the exist- 
ing order it is inreality not order, 
but disorder. Yet no sooner is 
there an effort made to 
find some adjustment than the nda- 
tions which seek such an .adjust- 
ment encounter the two blank 
walls, which are Russia and Ger- 
many, as they exist at the present 
moment. 

Going back to last year, it will 
be recalled that when Brockdorff 
Rantzau came to the palace of 


Versafiles to attend the session in 
which the peace terms were 
delivered to the Germans, he re- 
fused to rise to address the su- 
preme council. No one ever real- 
lv understood why. The incident 
had an enormous effect in Paris; 
it produced a profound impression 
among all the delegates, which was 
beyond question injurious to 
the .Germans. If the German 
representative had deliberately trod 
on President Wilson’s foot or struck 
M. Clemenceau, the incident would 
hardly have been ynore pain l. Yet, 
when it was all over, no one was 
able to find out what the explana- 
tion Was. 

Marshal Foch once told me that 
when the Germans came to Rethon- 
des to get the armistice terms, that 
all through a few brief sessions 
Erzberger sat with sheets of paper 
before him and wrote and wrote 
and wrote. No one knew. what he 
did with the writing, no one, least 
of all the marshal, fathomed the 
Erzbergian purpose. The Germans 
had to sign, they knew they had 
to sign and they knew that Marshal 
Foch knew it. Yet Erzberger wrote 
and wrote and wrote. 

Some Interesting Data. 

There has just come into my 
hands an enormously interesting 
German analysis of the causes of 
the world war. It includes a care- 
ful discussion of the circumstances 
of the Russian mobilization, based 
upon documents made public by the 
bolshevists. These documents, it 
will be recalled, proved that Rus- 
sian generals secretly disregarded 
the czar’s order to recall the ‘gen- 
eral mobilization order at the criti- 
cal moment before the war broke. 
The result was the German declara- 
tion of war. 

But alongside of this useful and 
pertinent document are placed a 
whole carload of obvious and pal- 


pable fakes, as absurd as the stories 
of poisoned wells in Metz, of bomb- 
ing roads over Nuremberg, of 
French violations of Belgian neu- 
trality, of Belgian violations of her 
own neutrality, all the stale old lies 
of the propaganda period warmed 
up again and put side by side with 
a document which would interest 
any jury and demand the examina- 


to discoverany jurisdiction for the 
German course in the eyil days just 
preceding the outbreak’ of the war. 

Now these instances which I have 
cited are each of them indicative of 
the same sort of incomprehensibili- 


ty which we all muirked in the Ger- 
man during the War and even more 
during the armistice period. Sum 
total, they represent the reason why 
we still have no peace and no resto- 
ration of real relations with the 
German. At the moment when the 
Kaiser’s ministers were appealing 
to President Wilson for an arm-

That is why it seems to‘me that 
e promise of hopeful results flow- 
i from the Spa conference is rela- 
tively slight.

In the single matter of the Rhine 
barrier, there are enough French- 
men posed to any annexation of 
German tefritory to make ali dan- 
ger of tbe creation of another Al- 
sace-Lorraine preposterously -_re- 
mote, provided only the Germans 


ing the only possible foundation 
‘for the demand for such annexation, 
namely, the military pe@l of the 
future. 


France on Gua 
At San Remo Millerand eGonvinced 
Lloyd-George, who knew it be- 
forehand, that Ffance did not send 
troops to Frankfort to further any 
annexation idea. But Lloyd-George 


was not able, because of the Ger- 
man course in recent months. to 
convince Millerand that Germany 
did not contemplate some militaris- 
tic renaissance in the near future, 
that is in a future a8 near as pos- 
sible. One hears a great deal about 
the Sarre basin and the wickedness 
of the provision in the treaty of 
Versailles allowing a plebiscite in 
that district to aetermine the final 
allegiance of its tnhabitants fifteen 
years hencé. But most Frenchmen 
of my acquaintanee would be re- 
lieved if the plebfscite resulted in 
the return of the territory to Ger- 
many, because they have no desire 
to open a new account with Ger- 
many. 

Such Frenchmen, all moderate 
Frenchmen, in fact, are powerless, 
however, in thle presence of the 


German manner./If Germany means 
to resume her old course, then 
Frenchmen are ready to take all 
precautions, all insurance, all safe- 
guards. And the German continues 
to do precisely the things which 
are best calculated to alarm French- 
men and confute American and 
British proponents of the principle 
of moderation in dealing with Ger- 
many. 

As'to the treaty of Vers@illes, it- 
self, it is crammed with unenforce- 
able provisions; it contains much 


that everyone would be glad to see 
modified in application, or perhaps 
simplified. There is a vast ef- 
fort to interfere with internal 
affairs in Germany, on the eco- 
nomic side, which is unenforce- 
able and ought not to be enforced. 
The treaty itself is like any other 
complicated and untried piece of 
legislation, nothing is more certain 
than the fact that in practice it 
will require much amending. But 
the first step is application. It is 
not debatable that Germany must 
make reparations, and that she 
must make large reparations, but 
the German with one hand signs 
the docurhent committing himself 
to payment and with the other 
transforms his wet signature into 
an inky blotch. 


If Germany had passed through 
as real a change as France under- 
went between Sedan and the siege 
of Paris, there would be no dif- 


ficulty in reaching a basis g° 
agreement on the application of the 
treaty. Bismarck was not exactly 
the gentlest spirit with whom to 
negotiate, but Thiers wrung con- 
cessions_even from Bismarck, not 
the least of which was Belfort. 
Imdeed, he oame fairly near to 
saving Metz. Once it became clear 
to Bismarck that the men with 
whom he was dealing meant to ful- 
fill the terms of the treaty finally 
agreed upon, his attitude, if severe, 
was not totally unyielding. 


Today real evidence that Ger- 
many means to comply with any 
part of the treaty of Versailles in 


good faith, where evasion is not 
next to impossible, would _— give 
strength to the arguments of all 
reasonable men and the moment has 
arrived when the reasonable men 
are in control in all the allied coun- 
tries. But on the German side there 
is no evidence of anv reasonable- 
ness. The G@grman talks about re- 
gaining Metz with exactly the same 
passion that he discusses the re- 
occupatton of Saarbrucken, al- 
though French has been the tongue 
of Metz for a thousand years and 
when the Germans took it less than 
half a century ago it was as French 
as Orleans or Tours. 3 
San Remo was more. or less 4&4 
taking of stock among the allies.

If the German comes to Spa in 
the spirit in which he came to Ver- 
sailles, if he presents argumenis 
which traverse not aloné his ca- 
pacity to pay but his obligation to 
pay, if, like Erzberger at Rethondes, 
he writes, if like Brockdorff Rant- 
zau at Versailles, he remains seat- 
ed, the result will be the collapse 
of the very general effort on the 
part of moderate men in all coun- 
tries to get the world back to work 
again, to get Germany on her feet 
and to avoid imposing terms so 
drastic as to insure not reparation 
but a ruin which will overleap the 
teighboring frontiers.

we haye been paralyzed by the con- 
flict between two different schools 
of thought, the one holding tha 
German to be forever a menace, a 
criminal, beyond redemption, the 
other insisting that al] that was 
needed to restore the German to 
the\ number of good citizens was 
treatment whieh combined gener- 
osity with justice. Where the treary 
of Versailles is severe, one school 
impressed its ideas, where it is less 
drastic, the other prevailed. Any- 
one who was at Paris could record 
the different waves of emotion with 
respect of Germany, which passed, 
one after another during the long 
months—and the same is true in 
the case of Russia. 


The holding of the conference of 
Spa, itself, will represent a victory 
for the moderates. If the Germans 
take advantage of it to present 
their real cage, to’ diseuss what 
they can pay in terms of reason, if 
they disclose any spirit “to comply 
at all. it may prove the first step 
in the restoration of international 
association. But, conversely, there 
is more than a passing danger that 
the Germans will disarm the mod- 
erates and, as they have so fre- 
quently done in recent months add 
new strength to the case of those 
who would use the present victory 
to destroy; because they see in de- 
struction and nowhere else, any sé- 
curity for the future.

FOR AUTO TAX LAW 


Motor Vehicle Law, Held 
Invalid on Technicality 
by Attorney General 
Denny, Will Stand Test, 
Say Friends of Bill. 


Those who were in a position to 
know yesterday did not believe that 


F ithe ruling of Attorney General R. 


A. Denny, affecting the validity of 
the motor vehicle act on account of 
technical defects in its passage 
would result in putting a stop to 
the great constructive projects of 
the highway department before the 
meeting of the general assembly on 
the fourth Wednesday in June. 

If the requisitions of the depart- 
ment were cut off through the re- 
fusal of the officials charged with 
the responsibility to sign executive 
warrants on the treasury for thein 
it would necessitate the turning off 
of most of the skilled engineers 
employed for the respective con- 
gressional. districts and the cessa- 
tion of important work in progress. 
In fact, the demoralization of the 
department would be complete and 
practically a year’s work would have 
gone for nothing. 

The governor declared that he did 
not think that great constructive 
legislation, representing fitty days 
of arduous legislative work, should 
be lightly set aside for technical 
defects in the passage of the meas- 
ures, particularly in view of deci- 
sions of the supreme court to the 
effect that no act shall be held in- 
valid on account of irregularity in 
its enactment. 


Friends of the law are relying 
mainly on the supreme court deci- 
sion in the Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road company versus the State, oth- 
erwise known as the “headlight de- 
cision,” 135 Georgia Reports, page 
545, the first head nate of which is 
as follows:

been.

With fair price committees in near- 
lv every town, retail merchants are 
co-operating with their trade by 
buying commodities along the line 
of their customers’ requirements and 
are no longer grumbling. They are 
simply not stocking up on some- 
ining that their customers will not 
buy. Because of the attitude of the 
club women prices on. potatoes, 
meat. eggs and bread have taken a 
tumble with the prospect of a con- 
tinuance on the toboggan until 
something like reasonable prices 
prevail. Dealers have told many of 
the women who have been leading in 
this eampaign for price reduction 
that had not the work been attempt- 


ed. prices would have been higher 
upon these commodities. United ef- 
fort all over the country is having 
a very salient effect.

tant branches of women’s work. 
Through its agency the schools, the 
homes, and hence the entire com- 
munities of Georgia have undergone 
wonderful changes. I wish to’ com- 
mend the clubs for the splendid 
work they have already done among 
these lines and to urge continuea 
efforts that some forward steps may 
be taken, some definite improve- 
ments accomplished during this 
year. Hach district has its own 
problems and follow any set rule of 
service, but I most earnestly request 
that those district presidents who 
have not already done so, appoint 
a district chairman of home ane 
school improvements in order that 
I may keep in touch with the work 
which its being done and render as- 
sistance wherever possible. 

“Several of the districts are al- 
ready following the plan tmaugu- 
rated by the Tifton club, which is, 
to put it briefly, to have every 
rural school sponsored by a club or 
club woman. This seems to me a 
very excellent plan and I would sug- 
gest that it be adopted by every 
club in the state. Sponsoring a 
school includes a particular respon- 
sibility to the teacher. Include her 
in your social and club life; make 
her feel that you realize the value 
of her service to the community. 
Through your belief in the dignity 
her profession it will be en- 
hanced in her own eyes, Mrs. Pen-

AVE you a camera face? 

No doubt, if you happen to be a young 
woman possessed of what is commonly called 
good looks, you have often thought that you could 
earn a lot of money acting in the movies if you 
only had the opportunity. 

For there is a little bit of Mary Pickford in 
every girl who is passably good looking. 

But opportunity to act in the movies is more 
than an acquaintance with a film company presi- 
dent or director, 

A girl to become a successful motion picture 
actress must possess a camera face. 

And there is a formula by which the perfect’ 
camera face can be determined. 

This formula, which is set forth here for the 
frst time, may cause many established film stars 


to smile, but for the would-be Mary Pickford it , 


is no laughing matter. 

Here is the formula: 

Take in hand a T-square; a couple of triangles 
and a tape measure, andPproceed to measure the 
curves, contours and planes of your face, stand- 
ing before your mirror to make certain the oper- 
ation is proper and correct. - | 
- For be it known that its promplgator, Allan 
Dwan, before becoming identified with the 
movies, was an electrical engineer and professor 
of physics and mathematics at South Bend Uni- 


versity, Indiana. By applging the knowledge he 


* 


gained in college he has been able to evolve, in- 
vent and otherwise concoct a formula based on 
the sound principles of mathematics which will 
determine quickly and decisively the value, photo- 
graphically speaking, of any face. 


While this method has been known in a gen- 


eral way, it remained for Allan Dwan to reduce 
the system to terms of simple mathematics, thus 
making it possible for every person to determine 
his or her photographic potentialities. 

Because a girl happens to be pretty does not 
necessarily signify that she is the possessor of 
a photographic face, There are certain elements 
of bone structure which the camera calls for that 
are missing, strange as it may seem, in the faces 
of the majority of beautiful women. Eor all of 
the physiognomic features must bear a certain 
mathematical relation to one another. 

It is this relationship that Mr. Dwan has tabu- 
lated and set down in a form so simple that a 
child can understand and apply it. 

“These rules,” he explains, “are based “wholly 
on bone structure. No two faces, however pretty, 
are exactly alike. There is bound to be @ vari- 
ance of basic construction. It is this, in fact, 
that makes for individuality. But upon the 
foundation of perfect bone structure rests the 
career of every cinema star. There are certain 
fixed anatomica] proportions which the man or 
woman who would achieve film fame must have.” 

The lines of the chin, it seems, must form an 


‘Measuring the film star’s nose, before coating her for an important part. 


obtuse angie when looked at squarely. And the 
distance from the point of the chin to the base 
of the nose must equal the distance from the tip 
of the nose to a point exactly between the eye- 
brows. The distance from ear to ear over the 
overhead (measured with a tape measure) must 
equal the distance from the apex of the chin to 
the exact crown of the head. The mouth when in 
a emile or a laugh should never be more than a 
fifth larger than the mouth in repose. The eyes 


should be set the distance of one apart. And the 


distance from the point of the chin to the eyes 
should be exactly equal to the distance from the 
eyes to the crown of the head. The top of the 
ear should be even with the eyebrow, and the 
ear itself should be so situated that a line drawn 
from the top of the head straight downward 
would indicate exactly where the ear joins onto 
the head. ‘ 

Contrary to the prevailing impression; the 
shape of a nose does not necessarily have a sig- 
nificant bearing on whether or not one bas a

camera face. There are pug-nosed etars, and 
Grecian-nosed stars, and so on. But if the shape 
of the nose is such as to affect its proportion as 
it relates to the other features, then, according 
to Mr. Dwan, the person would not be an ideal 
Screen subject. Another thing: the nose should 
not protrude more than three-fourths of an inch; 
that is the maximum. 

This, of course, does not hold true of “types.” 
For the thing that makes the “type” valuable is 
the very fact that hisJor her features violate the 
accepted standard of perfection, But for the person 
who seeks stellar altitudes, who would climb to. 
the highest point on the ladder of artistic success, 
there must be anatomical proportions which 
make for a Perfect Camera Face. #& 

“When casting a lead,” says Mr. a wan, “I al- 
ways insist that the person have good photo- 
graphic proportions. This is especially the case 
with a feminine role, , 

“An excellent example of what constitutes 
perfection from a photographic standpoint is ex- 
pressed in the face of Mary Thurman, who has 
recently won her way to stardom. Not only are 
proportions perfect, planes and contours are 
so chiselled as to lem Athemselves most advan- 
tageously to artistic lig. TY: 
“Tt is interesting to n | the number of cases 
nowadays,” the producer ated, “where the suc- 
cess of a production depends upon the ability of 
the players to convey thea<h Suggestion rather 
than action the significant poru.s of the plot. Ex- 
perience has shown that this can be done dest 
by players possessing perfect camera faces, Hence 
the tendency of producers to seek players with 
special photographic values, 

“What is termed photographic personality is 
a most elusive quality. It often defies analysis, 
and I do not assert that any young ‘woman, even 
if her anatomical proportions are exactly cor- 
rect, could qualify as a candidate for stellar 
gelatine honors. But I do say that unless a 
young woman's features approximate the propor- 
tions set forth in my formula she is wasting her 
time around the studios. 

“There is no royal road to stardom, despite the 
reports of overnight successes. The young women 
who are at the head of their profession to-day 
have worked their way up, step by step. Naturg!- 
ly, for every one who has succeeded a score or 
more have failed. But if you were to analyze 
each failure, I am sure you would discover that 
the majority of them were physically unsuited 
for their work. If they had been able to de- 
termine their chances of euccess by a simple 


formula, think of the time they would have saved. 
There is so much misdirected effort in the motion 
picture game—so many aspirants for camera 
honors who have no chance of winning either 
fame or fortune because they do not happen to 
possess camera faces, as I term them. That is 
why I apply my formula to. applicants at my 
studio and those who do not qualify are told im- 
mediately that they are only wasting their time.” 

So try this formula over on your mirror, if 
you are in the habit of confiding in &, and let 
it decide your future, 

Why not?

Then she began 
to talk of her travels; and her success was not 
difficult to understand—there was a crisp mag- 
netism, keen intelligence, and an enthusiasm for 
discovering things that is typical of all that is 
best and bravest in scientific research. There are 
few men as vigorous as Miss ©zaplicka; among 
women, she is, perhaps, unique. 

Miss Czaplicka was born in Poland and edu- 
cated in a Russian Government school at Libau. 
Her interest centred early on the peculiarities 
and customs of various raceS of man. Proceed: 
ing along these lines, she won a scholarship send- 
ing her to Oxford for study. There the /great 
libraries of England offered her practically no 
material on the unknown aborigiyal races of 
Siberia, in which she was most interested. So she 
determined to visit them, and find out for her- 
self what sort of peoples they were. The Oxford 


University Committee for Anthropology there 
fore organized an expedition and plated Miss 
Czaplicka at its head. H. U. Hall of the Pennsyl- 
vania Museum represented America.. 

The effort was remarkably successful. They 
made their headquarters on the Yenisei River in 
Arctic Siberia. She remained there a year and 
# half, studying the aboriginal tribes and having 
the adventures and making the researches that 
make her books on the trip and her lectures so 
very fascinating. 

“The Tungus are unbelievably clever,” said 
Miss Czaplicka, “witty, sophisticated, with 
strange little quirks of character and custom 
lasting over from the better days. 

“For the most part, we were well treated. The 
Tungus looked on me as a priestess, and treated 
me with consideration and respect. But on one 
occasion our whole expedition came very near be- 
ing destroyed. 

“We had been travelling comfortably enough. 
The Tungus tents were warmer than our own, 
and to stay with them saved us from putting up 
a camp at every stage of the journey. They took 
us in with remarkable hospitality, even when it 


perhaps, the most interesting thing about these 
people. One of their festivals is almost exactly 
like a European seance. They gather in a round 
hut, with a hole in the roof, covered with a sort 
of trap. The Shaman, or medicine man, is then 
summoned. He takes his place in the centre of 
the hut. The tom-toms are then beaten upon 
violently by his assistants. He dances then, at 
first slow, then frantically, until at last all you 
can see is a wild rush of arms and legs, and a 
twinkle flying fur and ornaments, 


” *At last he falls down in a trance. Sometimes 
he really faints, sometimes it is simply a stupefied 
state. His body, by some, is supposed actually 
to have departed. Others believe that his spirit 
has gone to negotiate with those who have de- 


parted this life. 


“The fire, which was at first burning brightly, 
is now low. His spirit is supposed to have arisen 
on the flames, through the opening in the roof, 


up to the spirits. 


“Plop! The roof cover comes down with a 
bang. The spirit of the Shaman has _ returned 
from his conference with the supernatural. He 
then relates his experiences. They are of a differ- 
ent type, these messages. Sometimes he will 
forecast the future of a sick man, sometimes the 
weather; if he gets things wrong, the spirits are 


supposed to correct him. , 


“It is through the various ornaments on his

istic tendency of 
their religion is 
perhaps the most 
intéresting thing 
about these peo- 
ple. One of their 
festivals is al- 
most exactly like 
a European se- 
ance.

body that different types-of spirit are petitioned.

“I remember that the first one of these I ever 
saw, I was looking all the time for the tricks of 
the Shaman’s rade; but, you know, after that, I- 
found that I was absorbed in what was going on.” 

Miss Czaplicka stopped suddenly, and with a 
funny little laugh changed the subject. 

“You know,” she said, “your men in this coun 
try don’t seem to have any intellectual life at 
all!” 

“So!” sgid I. “What do yofi mean?” 

“Your women are given all the chance. I find 
them well-read, interested and intelligent about 
what is going on—but their husbands?” she 
raised her hands in horror. “They work too 
much. It’s not necessary to work all the time 
in order to make money. They should read occa-

“Perhaps you haven’t met the right ones,” I 
put in weakly. 

“Oh, I mean your wealthy classes, not the in-

“There’s something that may amuse you about 
the Tungus,” she went on. “Their attitude toward 
women is curiously like yours. More like yours 
than that of any other country, I think. I mean, 
the way they protect them from improper ad- 
vances by the men. At their big meetings, for 
example, the one crime that is seriously: punished 
is the insulting of a woman by a man.” 

Suddenly she laughed gayly. 

“But there’s one difference. In Northern Si- 
beria, the advances must be against the woman’s 
wishes, Here—why, no matter whether or not 
the woman’s willing—it doesn’t make any differ- 
ence at all, if there’s the slightest suspicion of a 
manufactured acquaintance—flap, you go into 
jail.” 

“And is this similarity a sign of our degener- 
acy?” I put in. 

“Quite the contrary!” she assumed me demurely.

“Seriously, I am much impressed by a fact that 
I think few of you realize,” she emphasized her 
words. “You are in the midst of a most wonder- 
ful artistic Renaissance, the like of which hasri’t 
been known since the Italian Renaissance.

this new type of 
craft, is still too much under the 
spell of Jules Verne. There is still 
the disposition to look upon the sub- 
marine as an insidious vessel which 
spends practically all of its time un- 
der - the water, stealthily  slinks 
along, never once betraying its pres- 
ence, creeps up at will to its enemy 
and discharges its torpeds. Yet the 
description which these pages have 
already given of its operations shows 
the falsity of this idea. 

It is important that we should keep 
constantly in mind the fact that the 
submarine is only occasionally a subd- 
marine; and that for the greater part 
of its career it is a surface boat. In 
the Jong journeys which the German 
U-boats made from the Heligoland 
Blight around Scotlanc and Ireland to 
those great hunting grounds which 
lay in the Atlantic trade routes, they 
traveled practically all the time on 
the surface of the water. The weary 
weeks during which they cruised 
around, looking for their victims, 
they also spent almost entirely on 
the surface. 

There were virtually only two cir- 
cumstances which compelled them to 
disappear beneath the waves. The 
first of these was the occasion on 
which the submarine detected a mer- 
chant ship: in this case it sub- 
merged, for the success of its attempt 
io torpedo depended entirely upon

its operating unseen. The second oc- 
casion which made it necessary to 
submerge was when it spied a de- 
stroyer or other dangerous patrolling 
craft; the submarine, as has been 
said, could not fight a vessel of this 


type with much chance of success. 


Thus the ability to submerge was 
merely a quality that was utilized 
only in those crises when the subma- 
rine either had to escape a vessel 
which was stronger than itself or 
planned to attack one which was 
weaker. 

The time taken up by these dis- 
appearances amounted to only a frac- 
tion of the total period consumed in 
a cruise. Yet the fact that the sub- 
marine had to kee, itself momentar- 
ily ready to make these disappear- 
ances {is precisc y the reason why it 
was obliged to srend the larger part 
of its time on the surface. 


Two Sets of Engines. 


The submarine has two sets of en- 
gines, one for surface travel and the 
other for sub-surface travel. An oil 
engine propels it on the top of the 
water, but this consumes ¢a_ large 
amount of air, and, for this reason, 
it cannot be used when traveling un- 
der the surface. As soon as the ves- 
sel dives, therefore, it changes ‘its 
motive power to an electric engine, 
which makes no inroads on the oxy- 
gen needed for sustaining -he life of 
its crew. But the physic.!| limitation 
of size prevents the submarine from 


‘surface. 


carrying large stcrage batteries, 
which is only another way of saying 
that its cruising radius under the 
water is extremely small, not more 
than fifty or sixty miles. In order to 
recharge these batteries and gain 
motive power for sub-surface travel, 
the submarine has to come to the 
Yet the simple fact that the 
submarine can accomplish its de- 
structive work only when stibmerged, 
and that it can avoid its enemy only 
by diving, makes it plain that it must 
always hold itself in readiness to sub- 
merge on a moment’s notice and re- 
main under water the longest pos- 


sible time. That is, its storage bat- 
teries must always be kept at their 
highest efficiency; they must not be 
wasted by unnecessary traveling un- 
der the water; the submarine, in 


‘other words, must spend all its time 


on the surface, except those brief 
periods when it is attempting to at- 
tack a merchant ship or escape an 
enemy. 

Almost the greatest tragedy in the 
life of a submarine is to meet a sur- 
face enemy—such as a destroyer— 
when its electric batteries are ex- 
hausted. It cannot submerge, for it 
can stay submerged only when it is 
in motion, unless it is in water shoal 
enough to permit it to rest on the 
bottom. Even though it may have 
a little electricity, and succeed in 
getting under water, it cannot stay 
there long, for its electric power will 
soon be used up, and therefore, it is 
soon faced with the alternative of 
coming to the surface and surrender- 
ing, or of being destro;, 2d. The suc- 
cess of the submarine, indeéed its very 
existence, depends upon the vessel 
spending the largest possible part of 
its time upon the surface, keeping its 
full supply of electric power con- 
stantly in reserve, so that it may be 
able to dive at a moment’s notice 
and to remain under the water for 
the maximum period. 

Germans Safe on the Surface. 

This purely mechanical limitation 
explains why the German submarine 
was not a submarine in the popularly 


accepted meaning of that term. Yet 
the fact that this vessel remained 


for the greater part of its existence 
on the surface was no particular dis- 
advantage, so long as it was called 
upon- to contend only with surface 
vessels. Even with the larger part 
of, its decks exposed the U-boat was 
a. comparatively small object on the 
vast expanse of the sea. I have al- 
ready made clear the great disadvan- 
tage under which destroyers and 
other patrolling vessels labored in 
their attempts to “hunt” this type of 
enemy. <A destroyer, small as it is, 
was an immensely larger object than 
the underwater boat, and the conse- 
quence was that the lookout on a 


submarine, proceeding along on the 


surface, could detect the patrolling 
vessel long: before it could be ‘ob- 
served itself. All the submarine has 
to do, therefore, whenever the de- 
stroyer appeared on the horizon, was 
to seek safety under water, remain 
there until its pursuer had passed 
out of sight, and then rise again and 
resume its operations. 

Before the adoption of the convoy 
system, when the allied navies were 
depending chiefly upon the patrol— 
that is. sending destroyers and other 
surface craft out upon the high seas 
to hunt for the enemy—the enemy 
submarines frequently operated in 
the same areas as the patrol vessels, 
and were only occasionally incon- 
venienced by having to keep under 
the water to conceal their presence. 
But let us imagine that the destroyer, 
in addition to its depth charges, its 
torpedoes, its gums and its ability to 
ram, had still another quality. Sup- 
pose, for a moment, that, like the 
submarine, it could steam submerged, 
put up a periscope which would re- 
veal everything within the radius of 
a wide horizon and that, when it had 
picked up an enemy submarine, it 
could approach rapidly under the 
water, and discharge a torpedo. It is 
evident that such a maneuver as this 
would have deprived the German of 
the only advantage which it pos- 
sessed over all other war craft—its 
ability to make itself unseen. 

The U-Boat’s Big Advantage. 


No destroyer can accomplish any 


such magical feat as _ this: indeed 
there is only one kind of vessel that 
can, and that is another submarine. 
This illustration immediately makes 
it clear why the allied submarine it- 
self was the most destructive enemy 
of the German submarine. 


When Robert Fulton, John P. Hol- 
land and other authorities declared 
that the underwater vessel could not 
fight its own kind, it is evident that 
they had not themselves foreseen the 
ways in which their inventions were 
to be used. They conceived of their 
craft as ships thate would sail the 
larger part of the time under the 
waves, coming up only accasionally 
to get their bearings and to take in 
a fresh supply of air. It was plain 
to these pioneers that vessels which 
spent practically all their time sub- 
merged could not fight each other, 
for the sufficient reason that they 
could not see each other; a combat 
under these conditions would re- 
semble a prize fight between two 
blindfolded pugilists. Neither would 
such vessels fight upon the surface, 
for, even though they were supplied 
with guns—things which did not fis- 
ure in the early designs of subma- 
rines—one boat could dectine the 
combat simply by submerging. 

In the minds of Fulton and Hol- 
land, an engagement between such 
craft would reduce itself to mutual 
attempts to ram each other under the 
water, and many fanciful pictures of 
the early days portrayed exciting 
deep-sea battles of this ! ind in which 
submarines, looking like mighty sea 
monsters, provided with huge glaring 
headlights, made terrific lunges at 
each other. None of the inventors 
foresaw that. in such battles as would 
actually take place, the torpedo would 
be used, and that the submarine 
which was defeated would succumb 
to one of those same stealthy attacks 
which it was constantly meditating 
against surface craft. 

Another point of the highest im- 
portance is that in a conflict of sub- 
marine against submarine the allied 
boats had one great advantage over 
the German. Hans Rose and Valen- 
tiner and Maoraht and other U-boat 


commanders, as already explained, 


had to spend most of their time on 
the surface in order to keep their 
batteries fully supplied wito elec- 
tricity, in readiness for the dives that 
would be necessary when the allied 
destroyers approached. But the al- 
lied submarine commander did not 
have to maintain this constant readi- 
ness; the reason, it is hardly neces- 
sary to say; is that the allied subma- 
rine had no surface enemies, for 
there were no German surface craft 
operating on the higt seag; the grand 
fleet at Scapa Flow «as carefully at- 
tending to that very essential detail. 
Occasionally, indeed, our submarines 
were attacked by our own destroyers, 
but accidents of this kind were not 
numerous enough to interfere with 
the operation I have in mind. 

The statement seems almost like a 
contradiction in terms, yet it is entire- 
ly true, that, simply because the allied 
submarines did not have to hold them- 
selves constantly ready to submerge, 
they could in fact spend a considerable 
part of their time under the water, for 
they were not compelled to economize 
electric power so strictly. This gave 
them a great advantage in hunting the 
U-boats. British and American sub- 
marines could fully charge their bat- 
teries, drop under water and cruise 
around with enough speed to maintain 
a horizontal position at “periscope 
depth,” that is, a depth just sufficient 
to enable them to project the periscope 
above the water whenever desired. 
This speed was so very slow—about 
one mile an hour—that it could be kept 
up an entire day. without exhausting 
the electric batteries. 


Submarines Torpedoed “Without 
Warning.’ 


The next result was this: The Ger- 
man submarine necessarily sailed 
most of the time on the surface with 
its conning tower and deck exposed, 
whereas the allied submarine, when 
on its hunting grounds,,spent all of the 
daylight hours under water, with only 
the periscope visible from time to 
time for a few seconds. Just as the 
German U-boat could “spot” an allied 
destroyer at a great distance without 
being itself seen, so could the pertl- 
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scope invariably see the German sub- 
marine on the surface long before this 
tiny object came within the view of a 
U-boat conning tower. Our submarine 
commander could remain submerged, 
sweep the ocean with his periscope 
until he had picked up the German 
enemy; then, still under water, and 
almost invariably unseen, he could 
steal up toa position within range, and 
discharge a torpedo into its fragile 
side. The German submarine received 
that same treatment which it was 
itself administering to harmless mer- 
chantmen; it was torpedoed without 
warning; inasmuch, however, as it 
was itself a belligerent vessel, the 
proceediny violated no principle of in- 
ternational law. 

The allied submarines, like many 
other patrol craft, spent much of their 
time in those restricted waters which 
formed the entrances to the British 
Isles. Their favorite places were the 
English channel, St. George’s channel, 
which forms the southern entrance to 
the Irish sea, and the northern pas- 
sageway between Scotland and Ire- 
land. At these points, it may be re- 
membered, the cargo ships could 
usually be found sailing singly, either 
entirely unescorted, or escorted in- 
adequately, while on their way to join 
a convoy or to their destinations after 
the dispersal of a convoy; these areas 
were thus almost the only places 
where the German submarines had 
much chance of attacking single ves- 
sels. The territory was divided into 
squares, each one of which was indi- 
cated by a letter; and the gection as- 
signed toeach submarine was known 
as its “billet.” Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, the allied submarine 
spent all its time, while patrolling, on 
its own particular “billet;” only in 
case the pursuit of an enemy led it 
outside the “square,” was it permis- 
sible to leave. Allied submarines also 
hunted the U-boats in the North sea 
on the routes which the latter had to 
take in coming out or returning 
through the passages in the German 
mine fields of the Heligoland Bight, or 
through the Skaggerack.

Previous to 1844 the spirit of abolitionism in the north was pronounced 
and active, and yet the general conference of the Methodist Episcopal church 
in 1836 declared itself positively as opposed to having any of its members 
take any part in discussing abolitionism, or “interfering in any way with‘the 
civil and political relation between master and slave as it exists in the slave- 


holding states of the Union.” 


But so great and rapid had been the change 


in the temper of the times that, in the general conference of 1844, convened 
in New York, the delegates from the north and the south were arrayed in 
conflict over issues growing out of the question of slavery. ‘

“For peace’s sake he was will- 
ing to resign; but when he saw him- 
self a representative man, and that 
his brethren must stand or fall with 
him, resignation was out of the ques- 
tion, and the final issue was joined 


on his case.” 


The discussion continued through 
many days. There was no law against 
ministers or bishops holding slaves. 
by request made a 
full and candid statement of his rela- 
tion to the slaves in his charge, but 
that made no change in the senti- 
ment against him. As there was no 
law applicable to the case, the north-

ern delegates contended 
it. The delegation from the south, a 
very strong one, discussed with great 
ability both the expediency features 
and the constitutional rights of the

On the expediency features, Dr. 


Green, of Tennessee, raid in part: 
“If Bishop Andrew be disposed and the 
south were to submit—that is the 
preachers of the south—to such an 
unjust and extrajudicial proceeding, 
it would disable the preachers in such 
a manner that would not serve our 
people, and it is very certain that 
those who deposed him could never 
supply our place.”

These resolutions were adopted by 
a vote of 139 -cas to 17 nays. “It 
was also provided: That all the prop-

within the limits f the southern or- 
ganization shall be forever free from 
any claim set up on the part of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, 
as this resolution can be of force in 
‘the premises.” 

“The turning over to the proper 
agent of the church, south, (should 
one be formed) an equitable share of 
the common property at New York 
and Cincinnati, and of the chartered 
fund was arranged for, and a common 
right to use all the copyrights that 
had been arranged before the separa- 
tion. Commissioners named 
and the order and manner of pay- 
ment planned, and nothing was left 
undone that could be foreseen for an 
equitable settlement and an amicable 
separation.” 

“To avoid any difficulty” in divid- 
ing the property of the book concern 
in New York and Cincinnati, a reso- 
lution was adopted, so adding to the 
“restrictive rule” that guards 
property as to give perfect liberty in 
the division of it. This being a con- 
stitutional shange, it needed to have 
a two-thirds vote of the general con- 
ference and three-fourths of the an- 
nual conference. The vote of the gen- 
eral conference given was 146 yeas 
ahd 10 nays, far more than two-thirds: 
The bishops were requested to get 
the vote-of annual conference as soon

Some of the northern delegates did 
all that they could to przivent the re- 
cossity for this division. bet tha ¢4> 
was too strong against them. At mid- 
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night, Jane 10, that eventful confer- 
ence adjourned. 

SOUTHERN CHURCH 

HOLDS CONVENTION. 

The next morning the southern del- 
‘ogates met to consider the situation. 
In view of the excited condition of 
their constituency, and to prevent 
hasty and divided action, they recom- 
mended that nothing be done until 
the conferences interested could 
meet in convention. They also sug- 
gested May 1, 1845, as the time for 
that convention, and Louisville, Ky., 
as the place. 

The convention was held at that 
time and place, and proceeded, not to 
organize a new chureth; but, accord- 
ing to the plan of separation, only to 
so modify its discipline as to meet 
the conditions of a separate exist- 
ence. Plans were devised, and a gen- 
eral conference provided for, to meet 
in Petersburg,.Va., May 1, 1846. So 
it was then andsthere that the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, south, was 
started on a career of unprecedented 
success in wintiing people to Christ. 

The general conference mct acceord- 
ing to plans in 1846, and Dr. Joan 
Farly presided until the arrival of 
Bishop Andrew. On the second day, 
Bishop Joshua. Soule, then senior 
bishop-of American Methodism, pre- 
sented himself and declared his ad- 
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state that when our commissioners 
were forced to appeal to the United 
States supreme court to -céjudi¢ate 
our claims, that body in their deci- 
sion unanimously @eclared, in 
stance, that the church south was 
as much a part cf the former or- 
ganization as the church north, and 
as much entitled to her proportionate 
part of the property as was the other 
party. And hence no change in the 
restrictive rule was needed to secure 
our clafms. This also settled the 


sub- 


constitutionality of the plan of sepa- 


ration. 

The United States circuit cenrt in 
New York decided in favor of the 
southern church, the court in Circin- 
natf decided against us, but »~ appeal 
the supreme court reversed the lower 
court in Cincinnati and gave the 
church, south, all she claimed. 


“Southern Methodists were less 


‘concerned for the pecuniary outcome 


of these painful Jawsuits tLan fcr its 
judicial and moral vindication before 
the world.” Party spirit ran high on 
both sides and many charces were 
brought against the church south 
which by these court decisions were 
provéd unjust. It is pertine * to 
quote here the wo-1s of the wise and 
good Bishop Morris: “If the plan of 
— had been carried out in 
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Southern ihethodtet thureh.” There 
Was néver 4 fiher opportunity for the 
exefciss of -noblé and unselfish fra- 
ternity and generosity, bat itywas used 
as an opportunity for disrupting our 
chiith, and thus the wound was 
deepened ahd thé breach widened. 

Foftunately, however, the loyalty af 
our members was so strong and firm 
that only a few responded to the al- 
luring appeals and most of that few 
soon returned to their former allegi- 
ance. 

We dwell oon these events not 
simply to show the unbrotherly spirit, 
but also to show that they were in 
flagravit violation of the plan of sepa- 
ration, Which our representatives had 
accepted in good faith and were try- 
ing to carry out. 

The next move came from the 
nofthcrn bishops. Falling in their ef- 
forts to disrupt the chufch south, they 
then turned their offices toward the 
reunion of the two bedies. Mar® you, 
there were no expressions of sorrow or 
regret over their past treatnient of us, 
but with apparent assumption that 
all had beén right, they presented 
their plea. - Thus oh May 8, 1869, 
Bishops Janes and Simpson, fepre- 
senting the College of Bishops of the 
Mtthodist Episcopal church, pfesent-

That 
conference by an unanimous: vote dele- 
gated Dr. Lovick Pierce to bear fra- 
ternal greetings to the general con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church which was ta meet in Pitts- 
burg, Pa., May 1, 1848. 

Dr. Pierce was early at the north- 
ern general conference of 1848, and 
respectfully informed that body that 
he was present and ready to deliver 
the Christian salutations of the 
church south. After two days he re- 
ceived this reply: “Whereas, there 
are serious questions and difficulties 
existing between the two bodies; 
therefore, resolved, that while we 
tender to Rev. Dr. Pierce all personal 
courtesies and invite him to our sé@s- 
sions, this general conference does 
not consider it proper <f present to 
enter into fraternal relations with 
the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south.” 

Dr. Pierce duly acknowledged the 
personal courtesy tendered hit, but 
declined it; saying: ‘“‘Within the bar 
[I can only be known in my official 
capacity.” He then informed them 
that his mission was at an end, but 
if at any time-they should wish to re- 
new propositions for fraternal rela- 
tions on the “plan of separation,” the 
church south would cordially enter- 
tain the proposition. 

The ephemeral generosity’ that 
characterized the formation of the 
plan of separation in 1844 seems to 
have died out in the north before the 
meeting of their general conference 
in 1848, for they not only closed their 
doors in the face of Dr. Pierce, our 
fraternal delega:>, but they repu- 
diated the whole plan of separation, 
and thus opeaed the way for endless 
trouble. “This general ¢conference 
pronounced this division unconstitu- 
tiorial, and because of this, and be- 
cause of alleged infractions of the 
compact on the border, and becatse 
the change of the restricti © rule had 
not received a three-fourths majority, 
they formally declared the plah of 
separation null an. yoid” The church 
“suth then was forced te, take ap- 
“Sal to Carson.

In this connection, it is proper to 


good faith and Christian feeling on 
both sides, it w.uld scarcely have 
been felt more than the division of 
an annual conference.” 


Bear in mind that the church south 
did not secede from the Methodist 
Bpiscopal church; they only sub- 
mitted to a forced separation—a 
separation in the same sense in which 
the northern delegates separated from 
us. Bear in mind also that up to the 
time of President Lincoln’s emancipa- 
tion proclamation there were slave- 
holders in the Methodist Episcopal 
church. : 


The unfriendly animus of our north- 
ern brethren became conspicuous dur- 
ing and after the civil war. “By right 
of influence exerted and service ren- 
dered their officials enjoyed favor 
with the federal government, and this 
was of great advantage to them in 
pushing their lines southward and 
wes‘ward.” Bishop Kavanaugh, a 
southern bishop, while on a visit to 
the Pacifie coast, was arrested at a 
cemp-meeting near Stockton and car- 
ried before the commander of tlie post 
at San Francisco as a dangerous per- 
son, but on searching his papers noth- 
ing worse was found than lists of 
quarterly meetings. 

“Southern !” odism endured more 
than ordinary misfortunes. One thing, 
however, they did not look for, and it 
made a deep wound. After the fed- 
eral forees ha/occupied large sections 
of southern territory Bishop Ames 
with preachers of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church followed the victorious 
army with an order procured from 
Secretary of War Stanton and took 
forcible possession of Southern [Aeth- 
odist pulpits, even to the exclusion of 
ministers appointed by the church au- 
thorities and desired by the conere- 
gations. These violent pastors hel! 
on after the war ceased and had to be 
ousted uhgracefully and reluct.at!>.” 
(McTyrire’s History.) 

ATTEMPT TO WEAKEN

Mote than that. After the war 
ended and the south was shed and 
lin poveriched the norihern church sent 

stircari’ 3 throrch the-scuth with tr 
siogan: “Disintegrate nik absorb the 


church south assembled in St. Louwis, 
the purpose of which Was expressed 
thus: “As the main cause of the 
separation has been removed, so has 
the chief obstacle to the restoration.” 

There were other expressions as to 
the responsibilities of chief pastors on 
both sides, to which our bishops re- 
sponded most courteously and with 
approbation. But they did not agree 
that the chief cause of the separation 
had been removed. “Slavery,” they 
said, “was not, in any proper sense, 
the cause, but the « casion only, of 
the separation, the necessity of which 
we regret as much as you. But cer: 
tain principles were developed ih re- 
lation to the political aspect of the 
question involving the fight of eéclesi- 
astical bodies to handle and detefmine 
matters lying outside of their proper 
jurisdiction which we could fiot ac: 
cept.” They called attention to the 
fact that their construction of the con: 
stitutional powers of the general con- 
ference which they assumed and acted 
on were oppressive and destructive of 
the rights of the minority represented 
in that highest judiciary of the éhurch. 
They also called to mind the fact that 
what was called “the main catise of 
the separation” had existed fn the 
church froin its orgafiization, and yet 
for sixty yoare there was no separa- 
tion. 

At the general conference of the 
church south assembled in Memphis, 
Tenu., in 1870, Bishop E. S. Jafies and 
br. W. C. Harris, of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, appeared as dele- 
gates from tne chutch and again pro- 
posed reunion. Of course they were 
courteously received and their mission 
consicered. In the eourse of formali- 
ties Dr. John C. Keener, subsequently 
elected a bishop, called attention to 
the fac* that by the records of their 
general tonference those visiting 
brethren were commissioned “to con- 
fer with a like :«ommission from the 
African Meihedist Zion church to ar- 
range f-r the enien of that body with 
their own, were also empowered to 
treat with a similar commission from 
any other Methodist church that may 
desire a like union.” Theat meant that 
they mio ot alco “trcag with churches 
desiring union with them,’ but not to

knock for admission at the doors of 
other churches, 

In considerate terms our general 
conference replied iu substance: 
First, that the reply of our bishops to 
tnc bishops of the Methodist Episcopal 
churelh the year before “has the full 
eudorseinert cf this general confer- 
ence and accurately defines our posi- 
tion with reference to any overtures 
that may proceed from that ¢hurch 
having in them an official and proper 
recognition of this body.” Second, 
“that in our judgment, without great 
violence in construing the ‘Janguage of 
said resolution, it cannot be regarded 
as constituting, by your general con- 
ference, a commission to make pro- 
posals of union to the Methodist 
Episcopal church south.” Third, 
“that if this distinguished commission 
were fully clothed with authority to 
treat with us for union, it is the judg- 
ment of this conference that the true 
interests of the church of Christ re- 
quires and demands the maintenance 
of ouf separaté and distinct organiza- 
tion.” 

FRATERNAL DELEGATES 
ARE EXCHANGED 

Failing in their overtures for union, 
and as Dr. Pierce indicated in 1848, the 
general conference of the northern 
church in 1872 instructed their bishops 
to appoint fraternal messengers to the 
next general conference of the church 
south, to be held in Louisville, Ky., in 
May, 1874. These delegates were ap- 
pointed and wefe most cordially re- 
ceived by our conference in 1874, At 
that conferénce Drs. Lovick, Pierce 
and James A. Duncan and Chancellor 
Garland were commissioned as fra- 
ternal messengers the general con- 
ference north in 1876. From that 
time to the present there has been an 
interchange of like fraternal mes- 
sengers, and they seem to have con- 
tributed both to the pleasure and 
profit of the conferences. 

Also at the conference of the 
church south Dr. Alpheus W. Wilson 
offered the following resolution, which 
was adopted: “That in order to re- 
move obstacles to formal fraternity 
between the two churches, our college 
of bishops is hereby authorized to ap- 
point a commission, consisting of 
three ministers and two laymen, to 
meet a similar commission authorized 
by the general conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, to adjust 
all existing differences.” The com- 
mission was appointed, and in 1876 
the church north responded by ap- 
pointing a like commission. 

These commissions met in Cape 
May August .17, 1876, and were in ses- 
sion until August 23. “Conflicting 
claims to property were adjudicated, 
both on general principles and in 
special cases, and directions were laid 
down regulating the occupation of 
places as well as property, and it will 

well for the peace of both parties 
and the honor of Christianity if they 
bé well observed.” (MeTyeire.) 

But sad to say,,they were not well 
observed. The fules laid down and 
the adjustment made were fait and 
gavé general satisfaction, but in many, 
if not all cases, they were so ignored 
that the civil courts had ‘to be invoked 
to secure property of the southern 
chufch that had been seized during 
the war. And that did not make for 
peace. 

The general conference of the 
Church South held in 1894 created a 
commission on the federation of 
Methodism, anid in 1896 the church 
north created a similar commission. 
The joint commissions miet in Wash- 
ington, D. C., January 9, 1898: After 
two days’ deliberation they fecom- 
mended measures concerning joint 
publishing interésts in China and Ja- 
pan, adjusting missionary work in for- 
eign fields, a common of" of public 
worship and for receiv traveling 


preachers from one church into the- 


other. They also recommended “that 
where either chutch is doing the work 
expected of Methodism, thé other 
church shall not organise a society or 
erect a chureh building until the 
bishop having jurisdiction ih the case 
shall have been eonsulted and his 
approval obtained.” 
NORTHERN CHURCH 
IN ATLANTA 

All of these recommendations ... 
adopted in 1898 by the church south. 
The genera! conference of the church 
north adopted them alli in 1900 except 
the 143% Of ffinttd above, tastilating 
the organizing of societies and build- 
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ing church houges, That they modi- 
fied leaving the question of organizing 
societies and building churches in the 
hands of presiding elders and preach- 
ers in charge. The general conference 
of the ehureh south called attention 
to and quoted the original resolution 
and expressed regret that it was not 
adopted by the church north and the 
hope that it would be done by their 
conference in 1904. It was adopted 
by that body at that time, but unfor- 
tunately the resolution suffered the 
fate of others. 


The joint commission and the fed- 
eral council of Methodism was en- 
gaged for some years on various mat- 
ters, mainly discussing union and uni- 
fication, until December 16, 1914, when 
the federal council met in Atlanta. At 
that time they took . p again the ques- 
tion of conflicting churches. We 
have no records of that meeting, but 
the information given out was that 
they acted on the some principle as 
that quoted above; that is, where one 
church was strong and able to cover 
the field the weaker church should 
withdraw. 

This council had plenary powers and 
its decisions were final. The south- 
ern members of the council at once 
began steps for withdrawing our 
preachers from Seattle, where our 
church was weak in comparison. On 
the other hand in Atlanta, where the 
Methodist Episcopal church had about 
two of three hundred members and 
the church south had about twenty 
thousand and was able to cover the 
field, the plan was repudiated by the 
northern officials and the church 
building on Ponce de Leon avenue or- 
dered to be carried to completion. 
That church was dedicated about two 
weeks ago and they are still trying to 
organize and build other churches in 
Georgie and the south. Thus anothe™ 
effort of our church toward co-opera- 
tion was frustrat®?d. And it seems 
that nothing short of organic union, 
or a unification leading that way, will 
ever meet the favor of that church. 

I do not ignore the probability, or 
the fact i* you please, that there have 
been mistakes and wrong doing on 
the part of the southern branch of the 
church. But I believe that it can be 
truthfully asserted that the church 
south would have faithfully observed 
every item of the plan of seperation if 
it had not been repudiated in the 
northern conference. And if both 
parties had been faithful to that plan 
there would have been none of these 
long years of painful contentions and 
broken contracts. I believe, too, that 
the church south would have faith- 
fully cafried out all that series of 
later agreements if they had not first 
been ignored by the other party. 

Here you have a brief record of 
seventy-six years’ transactions be- 
tween the two divisions of Methodism 
in this country. Perhaps a backward 
glance may help the members of our 
church to a clearer vision as it did so 
Often in God's dealings with the ch®- 
dren of Istael. 

And for myself, let me say: We can 
never have church unification or union 
by meré econfefence resolutions. 
When we hdve that énenéss for which 
our Savior so earnestly prayed, then, 
and not until then, can we talk wisely 
about closer church relations. And as 
that oneness does not how exist in 
either branch of the church, we hed 
better adhere to that wise old “plan of 
separation’’ and live it until we are 
one in Him. of more nearly one, than 
we are at present:
